Il. _AUTHORITY

Vi. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS OF AFFORDABLE 
UNITS 
A. The dwellings qualifying as affordable housing shall be 
mpatible in architectural style and appearance with 
the market rate dwellings in the proposed devel 
ment. The affordable units should be intersper 


throughout the overall development. The structures 
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must also include energy efficient construction that will 
ensure long term affordable annual operation. 


B. To ensure that the application is completed as permit- 
ted, the dwellings qualifying as affordable housing shall 
be made available for occupancy on approximately the 
same schedule as a project’s market units, except that 
the certificates of occupancy for the last 10 percent of 
the market rate units shall be withheld until certificates 
of occupancy have been issued for all the affordable 
housing units. A schedule setting forth the phasing _of 
the total number of units ina project under this Article, 
along with a schedule setting forth the phasing of the 
required affordable housing units shall be established 
prior to the issuance of a building permit for any devel- 
opment subject to the provisions of this Article. 


C. To ensure that only eligible households purchase/rent 
the designated affordable housing units, the purchas- 
er/renter of an affordable unit must submit copies of 
their last three years’ federal income tax returns and 
written certification verifying their annual income level, 
combined with household assets, does not exceed the 
maximum level as established by this ordinance in 
Sections IV and V-A of this Article.

Within the built-up area where organized community ser- 
vices such as fire and police protection and community 
water and sewer service are provided, where the public 
street and sidewalk infrastructure is sufficiently available, 
and where medical and professional services, educational 
and employment opportunities can be situated close to one 
another and convenient to many residential neighborhoods, 
it is desirable to provide an area for medical and profession- 
al services, educational institutions and_a mixture of these 
UuSeS. 


This Residence/Office/Institutional Overlay District is intend- 
ed to be comprised of a mix of medical and professional ser- 
vices, educational and residential units and compatible with 
nearby residential and institutional uses. The existing resi- 


dential scale and appearance of this district shall be main- 
tained and enhanced. 


§ 175-XX. Boundaries. 

All parcels with frontage, as of the date if adoption, on the 
South Main Street corridor from Pickering Corner to the 
Town Library/Episcopal Church. 
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Percent coverage: 70%. 


§ 175-XX. Permitted uses. 


Permitted uses shall be as follows: 


A. Professional Offices **

D. Schools

F, Daycare + 


§ 175-XX. Special Exception uses. 


Uses which may be permitted by Special Exception shall be 
as follows:

All parking areas for other than single-family uses shall be 
located at the rear of buildings. Where the Planning Board 
determines that such placement is not practicable, parking 
may be located at the side of buildings provided that no part 
of the parking area is located forward of the front elevation 
of the building. Any parking area located on the side of a 
building shall be screened from the road. 
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175-XX Design Standards. 


PE Is should be harmonious with existing structures 
within the District. 

A. __ Scale: The scale of a building is its size relative to com- 
mon reference points: e.g. the human body and nearby 
structures. New construction should be consistent with the 
dominant cornice and peak or ridge height of other nearby 
structures within the ROI. 

B. _ Proportion: Proportion deals with height, width, depth, 
and spacing relationships and is important both in the overall 
dimensions of the building and in its individual components. 
New construction should be consistent with the proportions 
of other nearby structures within the ROI. 

C. _ Massing: Massing refers to the shapes, sizes, articula- 
tion, composition, and voids created by the three dimension- 
al forms that constitute the structure. Massing tends toward 
aggregations of simple geometric shapes in keeping with 
traditional New Hampshire village architecture. New _con- 
struction should be consistent with the dominant massing of 
other nearby principal structures within the ROI. 


ARTICLE 7: Lighting Ordinance 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Article No. 7 as proposed 
by the Planning Board as an amendment to the Wolfeboro 
Planning and Zoning Ordinance insert the following new 
ordinance (additions are shown in italics and underlined): 


Lighting Ordinance 
X.XX Lighting and Illumination. 
(A) Purpose: 


This ordinance is intended to eliminate problems of 


glare, minimize light trespass and obtrusive light creat- 
impr rly designed and installed outdoor 
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lighting. Further purposes are to enhance and _ protect 
the quality of the New Hampshire night sky, 
Wolfeboro’s rural character, and conserve energy and 
resources. These concerns are balanced while main- 
taining safety, security and productivity by establishing 
limits for the area that certain kinds of outdoor-lighting 
fixtures can illuminate and by limiting the total allow- 
able illumination in the Town of Wolfeboro. 


(B) Prohibitions: 
This_section applies to all lighting within the Town of 
Wolfeboro on any site except for legal non-conforming 
uses as covered in § 1.05 and temporary or emergency 
lighting. 


(1) Mercury Vapor Lamps Fixtures and Lamps. The 
installation of any mercury vapor fixture or lamp for 
use _as outdoor lighting is prohibited. 


(2) Laser Source Light. 


(3) Searchlights. The operation of searchlights for 
advertising purposes is permitted by the code 
enforcement officer for a period of two consecutive 
nights, twice (regardless of hours in operation) per 
year per lot. 


(4) Neon. 

(C) Residential lighting: 
These provisions are intended to prevent private and 
public nuisances and protect property values. This sec- 
tion applies to existing and proposed single-family and 
duplex residential uses. 
(1) Residential lighting uses shall not be used or main- 
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ined in h_a fashion as to inhibit or interfere with the use 


and enjoyment of neighboring properties. 


(2) Spot lights, flood lights and other bright security light- 
ing shall be limited in such a fashion as to not direct 
light onto neighboring property. Security lighting 
using motion detection switches are encouraged, but 
continual lighting must be angled or shielded in such 
a fashion as to not produce glare onto neighboring 
property, particularly dwelling units. 


(3) Accent lighting, low wattage seasonal lighting and 
other fixtures commonly associated with residential 


uses are not intended to be prohibited by this ordi- 
nance. 


(D) Non-residential and multi-family uses: 
These provisions are intended to provide for more 
comprehensive lighting regulations due to potential 
negative impact on a greater number of residents and 
the public from inappropriate lighting installation or fix- 
tures. In addition, it is the intent of these restrictions to 
prevent lighting conflicts and competing lighting _instal- 
lations in commercial areas of the Town of Wolfeboro, 
particularly where the Town encourages mixed-use 
velopment. This section applies to non-residential 
uses and any structure with three or more residential 
units. The Planning Board shall adopt regulations as 
part of the Site Plan Review Regulations that imple- 
ment the purpose and intent of this ordinance. 


(1) A building permit shall be required prior to the 
installation of any new fixtures on existing non-resi- 
dential and multi-family uses. If the original Site 
Plan Approval granted by the Planning Board speci- 
fied, in detail, the type and nature of lighting, any 
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increase or change in lighting that may have an 
increased impact on the site shall be referred to the 
Planning Board for Site Plan Review. The Building 
Official shall approve a permit for other installations 
upon _a finding that the fixtures comply with the fol- 


lowing general lighting requirements. 
(2) General Lighting Requirements: 


(a)__ All lighting in the Town of Wolfeboro is required 
to have full-cutoff shielding. 


(b)__The new installation of up-lighting, by any 
method, is prohibited; however, the limited use 
of upward landscape lighting on a case-by- 
case basis may be approved provided the 
lighting does not spill onto neighboring proper- 
ties or public ways. 


(c) _Non-cutoff wallpack type fixtures are prohibited. 


(d)__Existing lighting sources that do not present a 
health and safety issue with respect to glare on 
public ways or nuisance as a result of off-site 


illumination shall be exempt from the provi- 
sions of this ordinance. 


(3) New fixtures accompanying establishment of new 
uses or change of use that requires Site Plan 
Review shall have lighting plans approved as part 
of the Site Plan Review process. 


ARTICLE 8: Sign Ordinance 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Article No. 8 as proposed 
by the Planning Board as an amendment to the Wolfeboro 
Planning and Zoning Ordinance by amending Article VI, 
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Section 175-44 of the Planning and Zoning Ordinance as fol- 


lows (4deletiens—are-shewnin-sitkeout-and additions 
shown in italics and underlined): 


§ 175-44. Signs. 

A. Purpose and intent. It is the purpose and intent of this 
section to provide control of the erection, installation 
and maintenance of signs for the purpose of uniformity 
with aesthetic values as called for in the Master Plan 
and for the convenience, comfort, propriety, economic 
vitality and general welfare of the Town of Wolfeboro. 

B. Nonconforming signs. Any legally permitted sign not 
conforming to the terms of this section as of the effec- 
tive date of this section shall be allowed to continue as 
a nonconforming use. Nothing herein shall prevent the 
substantial restoration or reconstruction, within one 
year, of a sign destroyed in part or whole by fire or 
other casualty so long as this use does not result in a 
new or increased violation. 

C. Removal of certain signs. Any illegal sign, or sign now 
or hereafter existing which no longer advertises a bona 
fide business conducted, or product sold, shall be 
removed by the owner, agent or person having the 
beneficial use of the building or property upon which 
the sign may be located. Removal shall take place 
within 14 days after written notification from the Code 
Enforcement Officer, otherwise the sign shall constitute 
a public nuisance. 

D. Definition of terms. As used in this section, the follow- 
ing terms shall have the meanings indicated: 

ACCESSORY SIGN — Any sign relating to a busi- 
ness on the premises on which the sign is located. 
AWNING — Any structure made of cloth, plastic, 
or metal with a frame attached to a building or 
structure, when the same is so erected as to per- 
mit its being raised to a position flat or rolled 
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against the building when not in use. For the pur- 
poses of this section, awning area used for sign 
copy shall be permitted as a wall sign. 
BUSINESS DIRECTIONAL SIGN — An off- 
premise sign of a permanent nature that directs 
the traveling public to specific business or busi- 
nesses. 

CANOPY — Any structure, other than an awning, 
made of cloth, plastic, or metal with frames 
attached to a building. For the purposes of this 
section, canopy area used for sign copy shall be 
permitted as a wall sign. 

CURB LEVEL — The elevation of the street curb. 
CURBLINE — The vertical plane of the street side 
of a curb. 

DAILY SPECIALS READER BOARD — A sign 
that is flush-mounted and provides a fixed location 
for restaurant advertisement of daily food specials. 
FLAG — Any device that is constructed of fabric 
and displayed from a pole. 

FLASHING SIGN — Any sign that moves, flashes, 
contains traveling lights, or gives the impression of 
any movement or flashing. 

FREESTANDING OR GROUND SIGN — Any sign 
which is not a part of or attached to any building 
but is located elsewhere on a lot. 

IDENTIFYING SIGN — Any sign or plaque giving 
the name and/or address only of the business or 
occupant of the premises on which the said sign 
or plaque is located. 

INTERNAL SITE DIRECTIONAL SIGN — A sign 
or signs used to provide basic internal site direc- 
tional information, such as “entrance,” “exit,” and 
“one-way.” 

NEON SIGN — Any lit sign using neon tubes or 
neon-like tubes for illumination or display. 
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PREMISES — A lot, parcel, tract, or plot of land 
together with buildings and structures thereon. 
PROJECTING SIGN — Any sign which is 
attached to a building or other structure and 
extends more than 12 inches beyond the line of 
the building or structure or beyond the surface of 
that portion of the building or structure to which it 
is attached. 

ROOF SIGN — Means any sign erected upon, but 
not extending over the roof of any building. 
SETBACK LINE — The line that is the required 
minimum distance from any lot line and that estab- 
lishes the area within which a sign, structure or 
building must be erected or placed. 

SIDEWALK — Any public or private way or thor- 
oughfare, paved or unpaved, intended for the use 
of pedestrians or foot traffic. 

SIGN — Any exterior or exterior-oriented device, 
fixture, placard, or structure that uses any color, 
form, graphic, illumination, symbol, or writing to 
advertise, announce the purpose of, or identify the 
purpose of any person or entity, or to communi- 
cate product or service information to the public. 
SIZE OF SIGN — The area of a sign face. The 
area of a sign face shall be computed by means of 
the smallest square, circle, rectangle, triangle, or 
combination thereof that will encompass the 
extreme limits of the writing, representation, 
emblem or other display, together with any materi- 
al or color forming an integral part of the back- 
ground of the display or used to differentiate the 
sign from the backdrop or structure against which 
it is placed, but not including any support frame- 
work, bracing or decorative fence or wall when 
such fence or wall otherwise meets the Zoning 
Ordinance requirements. The sign area for a sign 
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with more than one face shall be computed by 
adding together the area of all sign faces visible 
from any one point. When two identical sign faces 
are placed back-to-back so that both faces cannot 
be viewed from any point at the same time, and 
when such sign faces are part of the same sign 
structure and not more than 24 inches apart, the 
sign area shall be computed by the measurement 
of one of the faces. 
STREET LINE — The line dividing a lot from a 
street right-of-way. 
TEMPORARY PUBLIC EVENT SIGN — Any sign 
relating to or advertising a public event, such as 
the Wolfeboro Area Children’s Center’s Annual 
Cruise, the Huggins Hospital Street Fair, and the 
Hospice Home Tour. 
WINDOW LETTERING — A message permanent- 
ly affixed to, attached to, or etched into the glass. 
The message is limited to the name and tele- 
phone number of the business, nature of goods 
sold or services rendered, and hours of operation. 
E. Exemptions. The following signs are exempt from this 
section: 

(1) Residential signs with a message area of one 
square foot or less, which bears only the prop- 
erty number/street address and names of the 
occupants. 

(2) Legal notice, such as “no trespassing” signs, with 
a message area of two square feet or less. 

(3) United States of America or the State of New 
Hampshire flag. 

(4) Decorative flags, not constituting a sign, up to 
two per building. 

(5) Window lettering limited to six square feet per 
business. 

(6) Site directional sign, not exceeding four square 
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feet and the business name or logo limited to no more than 
25% of the directional sign. 

F. General provisions/application process. Application 
for a permit to erect a sign shall be made in writing 
to the Code Enforcement Officer, Town of 
Wolfeboro, and such application shall contain the 
following information: 

(1) Name, address and telephone number of the 
applicant; 

(2) Proposed location and position of the sign or 
structure; 

(3) Plans or drawings with dimensions and specifi- 
cations; 

(4) Written consent of the owner of the building or 
land; and 

(5) Such other information as the Code 
Enforcement Officer may require. 

G. Inspection. The owner of any sign shall inspect 
annually each sign belonging to him/her, and it shall 
be the duty of said owner to keep his/her sign(s) in 
good repair and in good appearance at all times. 

H. Placement of signs. 

(1) All signs, except for business directional signs, 
shall be prohibited within the public right-of- 
way, except as provided below.

(2) Business directional signs shall be limited to 
one _at each intersection where travelers must 
change direction from one public way to anoth- 
er to reach a particular business, to a 
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maximum of 2 within the Town for the business.

Directional information, including one arrow figure 
only, shall be provided on each sign. 


The Town may remove a sign if it is not properly 
maintained or if business operations cease. The 
location of all business directional sign posts shall 
be approved by the Director of Public Works and 
the posts shall be pressure treated 4"x4” post paint- 
ed white or public works approved alternative. 


(3) No sign shall be so designed or so placed as 
to endanger, obscure, confuse or otherwise 
create a hazardous condition to motor vehi- 
cles, or pedestrians. 

(4) No sign shall project above the roofline of the 
building to which it is affixed. 


|. Illumination of signs. 

(1) Signs may be illuminated only by exterior light 
sources. The light sources shall be placed that 
they will not constitute a hazard to street or 
highway driving by glare or create a negative 
impact on abutting properties. 

(2) No flashing or animated signs, or signs with 
visible moving parts or intermittent lighting to 
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create the visual effect of movement shall be permitted. 

(3) No neon signs shall be permitted. 

J. Permitted messages. 

(1) Signs shall refer only to a use or activity con- 
ducted on the premises upon which the signs 
are situated. 

(2) Farms, as defined by RSA 21:34-a, shall not 
be permitted more than four signs, each sign 
not exceeding six Square feet in area on each 
of two sides and intended solely to provide 
information about farm products for sale, as 
well as directional information. 

(3) No sign which contains a registered trademark 
or name which portrays a specific commodity 
or service for sale will be allowed in any zone 
unless the trademark or name is of the princi- 
pal commodity or service offered for sale by 
the establishment. 

K. Condition of signs. Signs shall be constructed of 
durable materials and shall be maintained in good con- 
dition and repair. When by reason of neglect a sign 
becomes hazardous or unsightly, the sign shall consti- 
tute a public nuisance. 

L. Permitted signs by district. 

(1) Number of signs. 
fa} One sign is permitted per business in the 

following Zoning Districts: Shore Front 
Residential, General Residential GR+4, 
GRIA-GR2-GR3é- VR, R, GR, RR and the 
Municipal Watershed ardShere--rent 
Reso Hesaieilia:- 

(b) Two signs are permitted per business, 
except as permitted in below, in the follow- 
ing Zoning Districts: Commercial Districts 
C1, and-C2, LBD, Rural Agricultural and 
Agricultural. 
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(c) Each restaurant and food service establish- 
ment in the Commercial Districts is permit- 
ted one additional daily specials reader 
board sign; provided, however, that the 
daily specials reader board sign is no larger 
than three square feet. 

(d) The type of sign permitted in each district is 
illustrated in Table 1 and size of permitted 
signs is illustrated in Table 2.

(2) Temporary public event signs. oe signs are limit- 
ed to a period of 14 days preceding and seven days 
after the relevant event. The size of any temporary 
public event sign shall not exceed 48 square feet, 
and each public event shall be limited to two signs. 

(3) Temporary signs. 

(a) One temporary sign such as used by real 
estate agents advertising property for sale or those 
used by contractors, architects, painters or other 
artisans advertising work in progress may be per- 
mitted on a lot in any district, provided: 

[1] It is unlighted. 

[2] It does not exceed six square feet in 

size. 
[3] Its proper appearance is maintained. 
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[4] It is removed immediately upon comple- 
tion of the work or transaction. 

[5] One additional real estate sign is permit- 
ted on all waterfront property; provided, 
however, that the sign is oriented so as 


_ to be viewed from the water. 
(4) Residential accessory signs. Signs stating the 


name and nature of a permitted home occupation 

may be displayed on a lot in any district, provided 

such signs: 

(a) Are illuminated only during business hours; 

(b) Are set back at least 1/2 the required depth of 
the front yard setback or are attached to the 
building; and 

(c) Do not exceed one in number, which sign is of 
no more than six square feet in size in the 
Agricultural District and the Limited Business 
Districts Shere--rent Reser Residential, or 
one in number of no more than two square feet 
in size in the_VR, R, GR, RR Gererat 
Residenttat+—t4,2-3, Municipal Watershed or 
Shore Front Residential Districts. 

(5) Projecting signs. Projecting signs shall be permitted 
in the Commercial C1, LBD and C2 Districts only. 
A projecting sign shall not project horizontally in 
excess of six feet; it shall be erected so that the 
lowest part of the sign shall be at a height of not 
less than eight feet above the sidewalk or ground 
level; and it shall not exceed 16 square feet in sur- 
face area on each of two sides nor a total of 32 
square feet on all sides. 

(6) Wall signs. Within the Agricultural and Commercial 
Districts C1 and C2, no wall sign shall exceed 10% 
of the area of the building face to which it is 
attached, but in no case shall it exceed 24 square 
feet in size. 
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(7) Freestanding signs. Except as provided for in the 
C2-R28 and the C2-WC, freestanding signs shall 
not exceed 15 feet in height, including supports. 
One of the permitted signs within the C2-R28 and 
the C2-WC Zoning Districts shall be permitted to 
have a sign area not exceeding 36 square feet and 
have a maximum in height which is the lesser of 20 
feet or the height of the principle building. Such sign 
shall have a setback line of 20 feet from all property 
lines. 

M. Sign construction. 

(1) Glass requirements. Any glass forming a part of a 
sign shall be of safety glass, and where any single 
piece or pane of glass has an area of more than 
three square feet, it shall be constructed of wired 
glass securely held in place. 

(2) Wind pressure and dead load. The supporting 
structure of and fasteners for all signs shall be 
designed to withstand five times the combined 
effect of wind pressure and dead load. A wind pres- 
sure of 25 pounds per square foot on the maximum 
horizontally projected area of the sign shall be 
assumed; dead load shall be the weight of the sign. 

(3) Obstructions to doors and windows. No sign shall 
be erected, relocated or maintained so as to pre- 
vent free ingress to or egress from any door, win- 
dow or fire escape. 

(4) Canopies. Canopies may be constructed of cloth, 
plastic, or metal; provided, however, that the lowest 
portion of any canopy shall not be less than eight 
feet above the level of the sidewalk; they may 
extend beyond the street line but not nearer than 18 
inches to the curb line. 

(5) Awnings. Awnings may be constructed of cloth, 
plastic, or metal; provided, however, that the lowest 
portion thereof shall be not less than eight feet 
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above the level of the sidewalk; they may extend 
beyond the street line but not nearer than 18 inches 
to the curb line. 

N. Enforcement. Notification and removal. It shall be the 
duty of the Code Enforcement Officer to notify the vio- 
lator and/or building owner of any violations in writing, 
and if the condition is not corrected in five days from 
the date of notification, the Code Enforcement Officer 
shall take legal action to have the sign removed imme- 
diately. The owner shall be liable for any costs incurred 
for such removal. Any such use in violation, after such 
notice has been duly given, is hereby declared to be a 
public nuisance (as in any other use or violation which 
is otherwise hereby declared to be a public nuisance), 
and the Code Enforcement Officer is authorized to 
abate the violation by application for injunction or other 
lawful means. Nothing herein shall prevent the Code 
Enforcement Officer from causing prosecutions for vio- 
lations to obtain or impose fines for such violations, 
either as supplemental or alternative corrective actions. 

O. Penalties. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this section shall be subject to the penalties as provid- 
ed by § 175-181. 

P. Appeal. Any person aggrieved by a decision taken 
under this section shall have the right to appeal the deci- 
sion to the Zoning Board of Adjustment as provided by § 
175-187. 


ARTICLE 9: Affordable Workforce Housing 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Article No. 9 as proposed 
by the Planning Board as an amendment to the Wolfeboro 
Planning and Zoning Ordinance by amending Article IVA, 
Section 175-27 of the Planning and Zoning Ordinance and 
applicable definitions as follows (4deletiens—are-shewna 
strke-outand additions shown in italics and underlined): 
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Zoning Ordinance: 

ARTICLE IVA, Overlay District: Affordable Nonprofit Housing 
for the Elderly and Affordable Nonprofit Workforce Housing 

§ 175-27.1. Applicability of other regulations. 

Where specific development requirements are addressed in 
this article, they shall supersede any other Town regulation. 
Where specific development requirements are not 
addressed in this article, the most stringent of any other 
Town regulation shall apply. Affordable nonprofit workforce 
housing shall also comply with the then current requirements 
established by the US Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 


§ 175-27.2. Districts permitted by special exception. 
Affordable nonprofit housing for the elderly and affordable 
nonprofit workforce housing are permitted by special excep- 
tion in the following districts: 

A. General Reswentar tane 2+G6ei-aned GREE Vilage 


Residential and Residential (VR and R) 
B. Commercial 2 Greater Downtown Area (C2 GDA). 


§ 175-27.3. Density and Phasing. 

A.C2 GDA-GRt+earnd-GR2 VA and R Zoning Districts: For 
lots which are served by both municipal water and sewer 
the density shall not exceed four units per acre. For any 
other lot the density shall not exceed two units per acre or 
as required by High Intensity Soil Survey standards for 
multifamily housing (see Subdivision Regulations), 
whichever is less fewer. 


Affordable Nonprofit Workforce Housing projects shall be 


phased so that Town wide no more than forty (40) dwelling 
units shall be permitted in any one calendar year. 
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§ 175-27.4. Lot requirements. 
All dimensional requirements of the individual district shall 


apply. 


§ 175-27.5. Parking requirements. 

A.In the VAR GR+ and AR GRe2 Districts, parking areas and 
accessways are permitted within the side and rear yards. 
They shall be no closer than 10 feet to from any property 
line and shall be screened from view of abutting properties. 

B.In all districts, the parking requirements shall be estab- 
lished by the requirements of Article XXII, Off-Street 
Parking and Loading Requirements. 


Definition 

Affordable Nonprofit Workforce Housing: Housing develop- 
ment(s) constructed or rehabilitated to be affordable for rent 
or purchase solely by individuals or households whose 
incomes are less than 120% of the Area Median Household 
Income as published by the US Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (USHUD)for Carroll County. 
Developments must reserve a minimum of 50 70% of their 
units for low and/or very low income households as defined 
by the USHUD.

The terms used above are as defined by the USHUD and 
the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance.

The residential units available for sale shall be encumbered 
by the necessary deed restriction/covenant that preserves 
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the long-term affordability of the unit in accordance with the 
funding source requirements and designates a recognized 
affordable housing organization to monitor affordability com- 
pliance. 


A recognized affordable housing organization shall mean an 
entity recognized as an Internal Revenue Service Code 
501(c)(3) organization established for the principal purpose 
of providing workforce housing in accordance with the 
Town’s definition of Affordable Nonprofit Workforce Housing.

(6) Seventy-five to 99 feet: 15 feet.

(d) One hundred fifty feet: 25 feet. 

(3) Rear yard: 25 feet. 

(4) Shoreline: 50 feet. 

B. Maximum height permitted: 30 feet, for structures with 
roofs with a pitch of less than 10/12, and 35 feet if 
10/12 or greater. However, the height restrictions shall 
not apply to appurtenant structures, such as church 
spires, belfries, cupolas, domes, chimneys, flagpoles, 
antennas or similar structures; provided, however, that 
no such structure shall exceed a maximum footprint of 
144 square feet.

C. No building shall be closer than 20 feet to any other 
building on the same lot, except for private garages. 

D. Percent coverage: 30%. [Amended 3-11-2003 ATM by 
Art. 5]

A. One single detached dwelling. 

B. Accessory structures. 

C. One boathouse. Boathouses are exempt from structur- 
al setbacks of the shoreline. 

§ 175-66. Special exception uses. 
Uses which may be permitted by special exception shall be 
as follows: 

A. One home occupation, 500 square feet or less. 

§ 175-67. Construction standards. 
Notwithstanding other provisions of this Part 1, Aew con- 
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struction, lot improvement or development shall comply with 

RSA 483-B, Chapter ENV- Wq 1400, Shoreland Protection 

Administrative rules and shall receive all applicable state 

permits prior to submitting for a municipal permit. wth-+he

MINUTES, MARCH 11, 2008 TOWN ELECTIONS 
AND 
DELIBERATIVE SESSION, FEBRUARY 5, 2008 


The Deliberative Session was held in the Kingswood 
Regional High School Auditorium on February 5, 2008. The 
Moderator called the meeting to order at 7:00 P.M. and intro- 
duced the members of the Budget Committee, Board of 
Selectmen, Town Manager, Town Counsel and Town Clerk. 
The Moderator announced the procedure he would be fol- 
lowing in conducting the meeting and also announced that 
Articles 1-8, relating to the candidates and the zoning arti- 
cles, will not be voted on at this meeting but will appear on 
the ballot on March 11, 2008. At this time, the Moderator 
asked everyone to stand and pledge allegiance to the flag. 
The Moderator then recognized Town Clerk, Pat Waterman, 
who asked the voters to take a few moments of silence to 
remember former Selectmen Jerry Thayer and John Bosa 
and former Fire Chief, Charles “Zip” Foss, all of whom loved 
and served their community and will be greatly missed. 


ARTICLE 9: Restoration and Renovation of Wolfeboro 
Town Hall 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of six million seven hundred sixty-six thousand 
seven hundred twenty-one dollars ($6,766,721) to be funded 
as follows: bond issue-$6,672,421; transfer from the 
Town Office Facility Capital Reserve Fund-$94,300; for 
the purpose of restoring and renovating the Wolfeboro 
Town Hall building and grounds, to include both the exte- 
rior and interior of the building to make it completely handi- 
Capped accessible, plus landscaping and parking improve- 
ments. This also includes all costs for architect’s services, 
clerk-of-the works services, lease and fit-up of temporary 
Town Hall Offices space, and Building Committee expenses. 
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Further to authorize the issuance of not more than six million 
six hundred seventy-two thousand four hundred twenty one 
dollars ($6,672,421) of bonds or notes for this purpose in 
accordance with RSA Chapter 33, Municipal Finance Act, 
such sum to be reduced by any federal, state, or private 
funds made available therefor, and to authorize the Board of 
selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
to determine the rate of interest, maturity and other terms for 
this purpose; and further to authorize the Selectmen to 
transfer the balance of the Capital Reserve Fund for Town 
Office facility, which currently has a balance of ninety-four 
thousand three hundred dollars ($94,300) for this purpose. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) (3/5 vote is 
required) The Moderator read Article 9 in its entirety and 
recognized Selectman Devork and Selectman Ryan. A slide 
show video was presented of the proposed restoration and 
renovations of the Wolfeboro Town Hall. This video showed 
the existing conditions and the proposals to improve the 
building. At the conclusion of the video, the Moderator called 
for discussion and/or questions on Article 9. Several spoke 
for the article and others questioned if another alternative 
had been explored and made reference to the “Wicker’s” 
building on Route 109A, that is for sale, being a good loca- 
tion for the Town Hall spending less money then what is pro- 
posed in this article. Questions were presented regarding 
the traffic problems that may occur should this take place at 
the same time as Huggins Hospital. After a lengthy discus- 
sion, Curt Pike made a motion to terminate debate. Motion 
seconded. The Moderator called for a voice vote on the 
motion to terminate debate and the vote was unanimous. 
The Moderator declared that Article 9 would appear on the 
ballot as submitted. The results of the March 11, 2008 elec- 
tion, was 895 Yes and 1120 No. Article 9 did not receive the 
3/5 vote and therefore failed. 
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ARTICLE 10: Inflow/Infiltration Reduction/Sewer 
Rehabilitation 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Eight Hundred and Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($820,000) for the purposes of Designing and Constructing 
Improvements to the Sewer Collection System to reduce 
Inflow/Infiltration (stormwater and groundwater intru- 
sion), which creates sewer surcharging and sanitary sewer 
overflows, said sum to be in addition to any federal, state or 
private funds that may also be made available for these pur- 
poses, and further to authorize the issuance of not more 
than Eight Hundred and Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($820,000) of bonds or notes for these purposes in accor- 
dance with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance Act, and 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest, 
maturity and other terms for these purposes. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) 
(3/5 vote is required) The Moderator read Article 10 in its 
entirety and recognized Selectman Murray who indicated 
that this project is in the Town Master Plan. She then intro- 
duced David Ford, Director of Public Works and 
Water/Sewer Utilities, who presented a power point on the 
proposed Inflow/Infiltration Reduction Sewer Rehabilitation 
project. After the power point presentation, the Moderator 
called for further discussion on Article 10 and seeing none, 
declared that Article 10 would appear on the ballot as sub- 
mitted. At this time, the Moderator called for a motion to “not 
to reconsider” Articles 9 and 10. Motion made and seconded 
with the vote being unanimous. The results of the March 11, 
2008 election, was 1624 Yes and 347 No. Article 10 passed 
receiving the required 3/5 vote. 
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ARTICLE 11: Design and Build Upgrades to Public 
Facilities to meet ADA requirements. 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 

the sum of three hundred ten thousand dollars ($310,000) 
for the purpose of designing and constructing improve- 
ments to Public Buildings to meet the Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA) requirements for restrooms and 
entrances at the Library, Dockside Restaurant, Railroad 
Station, Public Safety Building and the Libby Museum, said 
sum to be in addition to any federal, state, or private funds 
made available therefore, and further to authorize the 
issuance of not more than three hundred ten thousand dol- 
lars ($310,000) of bonds or notes for these purposes in 
accordance with RSA Chapter 33, Municipal Finance Act, 
and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and nego- 
tiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of inter- 
est, maturity and other terms for this purpose. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) 
(3/5 vote is required) The Moderator read Article 11 in its 
entirety and recognized Selectman Silk who introduced 
David Ford, Director of Public Works and Water/Sewer 
Utilities, who presented a power point showing the areas 
that are proposed in the improvement plan for meeting the 
ADA requirements. After the presentation, the Moderator 
called for discussion on Article 11 and seeing none declared 
that Article 11 would appear on the ballot as submitted. The 
results of the March 11, 2008 election, was 1438 Yes and 
513 No. Article 11 passed receiving the required 3/5 vote. 


ARTICLE 12: Water Distribution Upgrades 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Six Hundred and Sixty Thousand Dollars 
($660,000) for the purpose of designing and constructing 
water system improvements along South Main Street 
from Pickering Corner to Clark Road, Treadwell Lane to 
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High School, with any remaining funds to be used for 
Willow Street and Varney Road, which will improve water 
quality, reduce water losses and improve the system's 
integrity, said sum to be in addition to any federal, state, or 
private funds available therefor; and to authorize the 
issuance of bonds or notes not exceeding Six Hundred and 
Sixty Thousand Dollars ($660,000) for said purpose in 
accordance with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance 
Act, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of 
interest thereon and the maturity and other terms for this 
purpose. 

(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) 

(3/5 vote is required) The Moderator read Article 12 in its 
entirety and recognized Selectman Murray, who once again 
explained that this project is part of the Master Plan. She 
then introduced David Ford, Director of Public Works and 
Water/Sewer Utilities, who presented a power point on the 
water distribution upgrades for the various locations in town. 
A short discussion followed. The Moderator called for further 
discussion on Article 12 and seeing none declared that 
Article 12 would appear on the ballot as submitted. The 
results of the March 11, 2008 election, was 1605 Yes and 
352 No. Article 12 passed receiving the required 3/5 vote. 


ARTICLE 13: Sidewalk and Drainage Improvements 
along South Main Street 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) for the 
purpose of designing and constructing some sidewalk 
and drainage improvements along South Main Street from 
Pickering Corner to the High School, said sum to be in addi- 
tion to any federal, state or private funds made available 
therefor, and further to authorize the issuance of not more 
than one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) of bonds or 
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notes for these purposes in accordance with RSA Chapter 
33, Municipal Finance Act, and to authorize the Board of 
selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
to determine the rate of interest, maturity and other terms for 
this purpose. 

(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) 

(3/5 vote is required) The Moderator read Article 13 in its 
entirety and recognized Selectman Murray, who introduced 
David Ford, Director of Public Works and Water/Sewer 
Utilities. David presented a power point showing the prob- 
lems that exist with the sidewalks and drainage along South 
Main Street. The Moderator called for discussion on Article 
13 and recognized Kristi Ginter who questioned the traffic 
problems that could arise if going on the same time as the 
Huggins Hospital construction and David Ford stated that 
the Town will co-ordinate with the hospital’s construction. 
The Moderator asked for further discussion and seeing none 
declared that Article 13 would appear on the ballot as sub- 
mitted. The results of the voting on March 11, 2008 , was 
1279 Yes and 686 No. Article 13 passed receiving the 
required 3/5 vote. 


ARTICLE 14: Acquisition of Land Adjacent to Abenaki 
Recreation Area 
To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred thirty-six thousand dollars 
($136,000) for the purpose of acquiring a 12.04 acre par- 
cel of land directly adjacent and to the west of the Pop 
Whalen arena and the Abenaki Recreation Area parcels, 
said parcel of land to be used by the Department of Public 
Works as a staging area during the construction of the efflu- 
ent disposal pipeline to the new rapid inflow basins, and by 
the Parks and Recreation Department to increase parking 
capacity and traffic safety for the Pop Whalen arena and the 
Abenaki Ski Area; said sum to be in addition to any federal, 
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state or private funds made available therefor, and further 
and to authorize the issuance of not more than one hundred 
thirty-six thousand dollars ($136,000) of bonds or notes for 
these purposes in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, 
Municipal Finance Act, and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
to determine the rate of interest, maturity and other terms for 
this purpose. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by 
Budget Committee) 

(3/5 vote required) The Moderator read Article 14 in its 
entirety and recognized Selectman Silk who explained the 
acquisition of land adjacent to the Abenaki Recreation Area 
and also explained that it would provide for a better traffic 
flow in and out of the parking lot. Selectman Silk then intro- 
duced David Ford, Director of Public Works and 
Water/Sewer Utilities who then presented a power point 
showing the purpose and costs involved. The Moderator 
asked for further discussion and recognized Selectman 
Devork who spoke for the Article. A short discussion fol- 
lowed and the Moderator asked for further discussion and 
seeing none announced that Article 14 would appear on the 
Official ballot as submitted. The results of the March 11, 
2008 election, was 1236 Yes and 720 No. Article 14 passed 
receiving the required 3/5 vote. 


ARTICLE 15: Upgrade Town Roads 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) for 
upgrading Town roads including required drainage 
improvements thereto; said sum to be in addition to any 
federal, state or private funds made available therefor. 
(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by

The Moderator read Article 16 in its entirety and recog- 
nized Selectman Silk who introduced David Ford, Director of 
Public Works and Water/Sewer Utilities who presented a 
power point regarding the Center Street drainage project.

(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 17 in its entirety and recognized Selectman 
Murray who introduced Fire Chief, Philip Morrill who present- 
ed a power point for the purchase of a new rescue pumper. 
The Moderator called for discussion and recognized 
Selectman Murray who explained the Capital Reserve Fund 
for this purchase. The Moderator called for further discus- 
sion on Article 17 and seeing none announced that Article 
17 would appear on the official ballot as submitted. The 
results of the March 11, 2008 election, was 1462 Yes and 
492 No. Article 17 passed. 


ARTICLE 18: Changing the Use of a Capital Reserve 
Account to Fund Purchase of New Fire Department 
Rescue/Pumper

Substation, diesel generators, transformers, switchgear,

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Houseman, Town Planner, who explained the Geographic 
Information System and presented a power point. The 
Moderator recognized Selectman Devork who encouraged 
the passage of this Article. The Moderator called for further 
discussion and recognized Julie Jacobs who asked about 
the costs and Rob Houseman explained that it was estimat- 
ed to be about $9600 a year.

Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating 
budget, not including appropriations by special warrant arti- 
cles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts 
set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amend- 
ed by the vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth 
therein totaling $19,274,676. Should this article be defeated 
the operating budget shall be $18,452,321 which is the 
same as last year, with certain adjustments required by the 
previous action of the Town or by law; or the governing body 
may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 
40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating 
budget only. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 27 in its entirety and recognized John Burt who 
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presented an over-head presentation of the operating bud- 
get. The Moderator called for discussion and recognized 
Nancy Hirshberg, Chair of the Wolfeboro Energy Committee 
who made a motion “To amend Article 27 of the 2008 oper- 
ating budget to add $2,500 to perform and inventory of the 
Town of Wolfeboro’s energy use. This would bring the oper- 
ating budget to $19,269,176.” Motion seconded for discus- 
sion. A discussion followed on the amendment with 
Selectman Ryan speaking against the amendment; 
Selectman Devork speaking for the amendment and several 
voters speaking for the amendment. A motion was made by 
Allen Bailey to terminate debate and call the question, 
motion seconded.

Article 28 in its entirety and recognized Selectman Silk who 
explained the article. The Moderator called for further dis- 
cussion and recognized Selectman Devork who spoke for 
the article. The Moderator called for further discussion and 
seeing none, declared that Article 28 would appear on the 
official ballot as submitted. The results of the March 11, 
2008 election, was 994 Yes and 949 No. Article 28 passed. 


ARTICLE 29: Increase Veterans’ Tax Credits 

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 
72:28, || for optional veterans tax credit of five hundred dol- 
lars ($500). The optional veteran’s tax credit shall replace 
the optional veteran’s credit of two hundred fifty dollars 
($250) in its entirety and shall not be in addition there- 
to.(Recommended by Board of Selectmen (Recommended 
by Budget Committee) The Moderator read Article 29 in its 
entirety and called for discussion and recognized Selectman 
Ryan who explained the article. The Moderator called for 
further discussion and seeing none, announced that Article 
29 would appear on the official ballot as submitted. The 
results of the March 11, 2008 election, was 1776 Yes and 
197 No. Article 29 passed. 
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ARTICLE 30: Increase Elderly Tax Exemptions 

To see if the Town will vote to modify the elderly exemp- 
tion from property taxes in the Town of Wolfeboro based 
upon assessed value, for qualified taxpayers, to be as fol- 
lows: for a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $60,000; 
for a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, $90,000; for a 
person 80 years of age or older, $120,000. To qualify, the 
person must have been a New Hampshire resident for a 
least three (8) consecutive years, own the real estate indi- 
vidually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by such per- 
son’s spouse, they must have been married to each other 
for at least five (5) consecutive years. In addition, the tax- 
payer must have a net income of not more than $27,500 or, 
if married, a combined net income of less then $37,500; and 
own net assets less than $100,000, excluding the value of a 
person's residence. 
(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by 
Budget Committee) The Moderator read Article 30 in its 
entirety and recognized Selectman Ryan who spoke for the 
article. The Moderator called for further discussion and see- 
ing none, announced that Article 30 would appear on the 
Official ballot as submitted. The results of the March 11, 
2008 election, was 1776 Yes and 208 No. Article 30 passed. 


ARTICLE 31: Adoption of Tax Exemptions for Wind- 
Powered Energy Systems 

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 
72:66 for an exemption from the assessed value, for proper- 
ty tax purposes, of real property equipped with a wind-pow- 
ered energy system which exemption shall be in an amount 
of $5,000. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) (Not 
Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 31 in its entirety and recognized Selectman 
Ryan who spoke for the article. Several spoke for and 
against the article. Kristi Ginter questioned why the Article 
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was not recommended by the Budget Committee and Bob 
Stewart, Budget Committee member, explained why the 
Budget Committee did not recommend. The Moderator 
called for further discussion on Article 31 and seeing none, 
announced that Article 31 would appear on the official ballot 
as submitted. The results of the March 11, 2008 election, 
was 1064 Yes and 885 No. Article 31 passed. 


ARTICLE 32: Adoption of Tax Exemptions for Wood 
heating Energy Systems 

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 
72:70 for an exemption from the assessed value, for proper- 
ty tax purposes, of real property equipped with a wood heat- 
ing energy system which exemption shall be in an amount of 
$3,000. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) (Not 
Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator 
read Article 32 in its entirety and recognized Selectman 
Ryan who spoke for the article and explained the article. 
Several had questions regarding the type of wood heating 
stoves. The Moderator called for further discussion and see- 
ing none, announced that Article 32 would appear on the 
official ballot as submitted. The results of the March 11, 2008 
election, was 845 Yes and 1090 No. Article 32 failed. 


ARTICLE 33: Amend Town Code RE: Curfew 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Code of the 
Town of Wolfeboro by rescinding in its entirety Chapter 28, 
CURFEW, which reads as follows: 


Chapter 28: CURFEW 
§ 28-1.Seasonal restriction. 


During the period from October 29 through November 2, 
inclusive, it shall be unlawful for any minor under the age of 
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18 years to be upon any public street or in any public place, 
after 8:00 p.m., unless accompanied by a parent, guardian 
or other suitable adult person. 


§ 28-2.Curfew signal. 


Whistles which can be heard in the compact part of town 
shall be sounded at the appointed time and shall be called 
the “curfew signal,” after which all children under 18 years 
shall be required to be off the street, except if they are in the 
company of a parent, guardian or other suitable adult per- 
son. 


§ 28-3.Violations and penalties for custodians. 


Any parent, guardian or person having the control of any 
minor child under the age of 18 years who shall permit any 
such minor to be upon any public street or in any public 
place in the Town of Wolfeboro, in violation of this chapter, 
shall be fined not more than $100. 


§ 28-4.Violations and penalties for minors. 


For any violation of this chapter by any child, he shall be 
taken home by the police officers of the town. 


28-5. When effective. 


This chapter shall take effect 60 days after its passage. 
The Moderator read Article 33 in its entirety and recognized 
selectman Silk who spoke to the Article and introduced Fire 
Chief Philip Morrill who explained to the voters that the 
Wolfeboro Fire Department had to remove the horns that are 
referred to in the “curfew signal” section of this ordinance. 
Therefore the ordinance will have to be revised. The 
Moderator called for further discussion and seeing none, 
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announced that Article 33 would appear on the official ballot 
as submitted. The results of the March 11, 2008 election, 
was 1212 Yes and 692 No. Article 33 passed. 


ARTICLE 34: 

To see if the Town will vote to completely discontinue in 

accordance with RSA 231:43 a portion of the Class VI sec- 
tion of Trask Mountain Rd. beginning at the intersection of 
the Class V section of Trask Mountain Rd. and Upper Trask 
Mountain Rd. - Easterly along the Class VI section a dis- 
tance of 1,250 Ft. and ending at that point — with the stipula- 
tion that this discontinued section be reclassified as a Class 
A Trail in accordance with RSA 231-A with non-motorized 
usage — except as permitted for abutting landowners for 
access for farming and forestry, and in accordance with the 
2007 Wolfeboro Master Plan Objectives LU.2 RP19 (No 
Building Permits on Class VI Rds.) and FLD.7 (Create non- 
motorized networks.). 
(Submitted by Petition) The Moderator read Article 34 in its 
entirety and called for discussion and seeing none 
announced that Article 34 would appear on the official ballot 
as submitted. The results of the March 11, 2008 election, 
was 820 Yes and 1051 No. Article 34 failed. 


ARTICLE 35: 

To see if the Town will vote to approve the following reso- 
lution to be forwarded to our State Representatives, our 
State Senator and our Governor: 

Resolved: We the citizens of Wolfeboro, NH believe in a 
New Hampshire that is just and fair. The property tax has 
become unjust and unfair. State leaders who take a pledge 
for no new taxes perpetuate higher and higher property 
taxes. We call on our State Representatives, our State 
Senator and our Governor to reject the “Pledge”, have an 
Open discussion covering all options, and adopt a revenue 
system that lowers property taxes. (Submitted by Petition) 
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The Moderator read Article 35 in its entirety and called for 
discussion and seeing none, announced that Article 35 
would appear on the official ballot as submitted. The results 
of the March 11, 2008 election, was 966 Yes and 926 No. 


Article 35 passed. 


A motion was made and seconded to adjourn with the 
vote being unanimous. The meeting adjourned at 11:15 P.M.

MANAGEMENT?’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 
Year Ending December 31, 2007 


Presented herewith please find the Management Discussion & Analysis Report for the Town of 
Wolfeboro for the year ending December 31, 2007. The responsibility for accuracy of the data, the 
completeness and fairness of this documentation (including all disclosures) rests with management. To 
the best of our knowledge and belief, the data contained herein is accurate in material aspects. This report 
and its content have been designed to fairly present the Town’s financial position, including the result of 
operations of all the funds of the Town. All the disclosures necessary to enable and to assist the reader in 
acquiring an accurate understanding of the Town’s financial activities have been included. 


The Town’s management is responsible for establishing accounting and internal control structures 
designed to ensure that the physical, data, informational, intellectual, and human resource assets of the 
Town are protected from loss, theft and misuse, and to ensure that adequate accounting information is 
maintained and reported in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). 
Management also strives to ensure that these assets are put to good and effective use. The internal control 
structure is designed to provide reasonable assurances that these objectives are attained. 


Overview of the Financial Statements 


The financial statements presented herein include all of the activities of the Town of Wolfeboro using the 
integrated approach as prescribed by GASB Statement 34. 


This discussion and analysis is intended to serve as an introduction to the Town of Wolfeboro’s financial 
statements. The basic financial statements comprise three components: 


1. Government-wide financial statements 
2. Fund financial statements 
3. Notes to the basic financial statements 
This report also contains supplementary information in addition to the financial statements. 


Government-Wide Financial Statements 


The government-wide financial statements are designed to provide readers with a broad overview of the 
Town’s finances, in a manner similar to most private-sector companies. 


The statement of net assets presents information on all of the Town’s assets and liabilities, with the 
difference between the two reported as net assets. Over time, increases and decreases in net assets may 
serve as a useful indicator of whether the financial position of the Town is improving or deteriorating. 


The statement of activities presents information showing how the Town’s net assets changed during the 


most recent fiscal year. All of the current year’s revenue and expenses are taken into account regardless 
of when cash is received or paid. 
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Both of the government-wide financial statements have separate sections for two types of activities: 
Governmental activities — represent most of the Town’s basic services 


Business-type activities — account for the Town’s water and sewer operations and receive a 
majority of their revenue from user fees. 


Fund Financial Statements 


A fund is 2 grouping of related accounts that is used to maintain the control over resources that have been 
segregated for specific activities or objectives. The Town uses fund accounting to ensure and to 
demonstrate compliance with finance-related legal requirements. The Town maintains three fund types: 
governmental, proprietary, and fiduciary funds. Governmental funds are used to account for essentially 
the same functions reported as governmental activities in the government-wide financial statements. 
However, unlike the government-wide financial statements, governmental fund financial statements focus - 
on near-term inflows and outflows of expendable resources, as well as on balances, of expendable 
resources available at the end of the fiscal year. Such information may be useful in evaluating the Town’s | 
near-term financing requirements. 


Because the focus of governmental funds is narrower than: that of the government-wide financial 
statements, it is useful to compare the information presented for governmental funds with similar 
information presented for governmental activities in the government-wide financial statements. By doing 
so, our readers may better understand the long-term impact of the government’s near-term financing 
decisions. Both the governmental fund balance sheet and the statement of revenues, expenditures and 
changes in fund balances provide a reconciliation to facilitate this comparison between the governmental 
activities statement of net assets and statement of activities. 


The Town maintains several individual governmental funds. Information is presented separately in the 
governmental fund balance sheet and the statement of revenues, expenditures and changes in fund 
balances for the General Fund and the Permanent Funds, which are considered major funds. Other 
governmental funds are aggregated as non-major funds. 


The Town adopts an annual appropriation budget for its governmental funds. A budgetary comparison 
has been provided for the General Fund to demonstrate compliance with this budget. 


Proprietary funds provide municipal electric, water and sewer services to customer, as well and charge a 
user fee. The Town of Wolfeboro also provides the Pop Whalen Ice Arena’s facility for use by the 
public. This facility is partially subsidized by the general fund, however, other organizations and users 
are charged a fee. These funds are presented on the accrual basis of accounting. 


Fiduciary funds are used to account for resources held for the benefit of parties outside of the Town. 


Fiduciary funds are not reflected in the government-wide financial statements because the resources of 
those funds are not available to support the Town’s own programs. 
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Notes to the Basic Financial Statements 


The notes provide additional information that is essential to a full understanding of the data provided in 
the government-wide and fund financial statements. 


Required Supplementary Information 


The basic financial statements and accompanying notes are followed by a section of required 
supplementary information. This section includes a budgetary comparison schedule for the Town’s major 
governmental funds and includes a reconciliation between the reported activity of the revenues, 
expenditures and operating transfers for budgetary purposes (Schedule 1) and the activity as presented in 
the governmental fund financial statements (Exhibit D). The Town’s only major governmental fund with 
an adopted budget is the General Fund. 


Other Supplementary Information 


Other supplementary information includes combining financial statements for non-major governmental 
funds.

The Town’s net assets totaled $23,633,379 at the end of fiscal year 2007, a decrease of $522,636 when 
compared to the end of the previous fiscal year. This decrease is due largely to the decrease in capital 


assets net of related debt of $555,777. 
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A large portion of the Town’s net assets reflects its investment in capital assets such as land, buildings, 
and equipment less any related outstanding debt used to acquire those assets. Another significant portion 
of the Town’s net assets is restricted in regard to how they may be used. For the Town of Wolfeboro, 
those restrictions include those related to non-expendable trust funds, capital reserve funds, and 
conservation funds. The remaining unrestricted portion represents the part of net assets of the Town of 


Wolfeboro that can be used to finance day-to-day operations without constraints established by debt 
covenants, enabling legislation, or other legal requirements.

As shown in the above statement the Town experienced a net decrease in financial position of ($522,636) 
on the full accrual basis of accounting. 


During the year ended December 31, 2007, program revenues covered 14% of program expenses. The 
remaining 86% was funded by general revenues (e.g. taxes, grants and contributions). 


The Town’s expenses cover a range of services. The largest expenses were for general government 
(22%), public safety (32%) and highways and streets (23%), which accounted for 77% of total expenses.

The primary funding source for business-type activities is the charges for services, which comprises 85% 
of all funding sources. Program revenues provided funding for 113% of program expenses. This 
contributed to the overall increase in net assets of $2,614,790. 


Financial Analysis of the Town’s Funds 


As noted earlier, the Town uses fund accounting to ensure and demonstrate compliance with finance- 
related legal requirements. 


Governmental Funds 


The focus of the Town’s governmental funds is to provide information on near-term inflows, outflows, 
and balances of spendable resources. Such information is useful in assessing the Town’s financing 


requirements. In particular, unreserved fund balance may serve as a useful measure of a government’s net 
resources available for spending at the end of the year. 
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General Fund 


The General Fund is the main operating fund of the Town. At the end of the current fiscal year, the 
general fund had an unreserved, undesignated fund balance of $1,933,201 while total fund equity was 
$2,205,026. The total fund equity includes a reserve for encumbrances of $271,825. The General Fund 
balance decreased $596,389 from December 31, 2006. 


During the tax setting process the Finance Department applies the calculation outlined in the vote of the 
2002 Town Meeting under Article 18 in determining the appropriate amount of fund balance to retain for 
the following year. This calculation sets the balance below that recommended by the State of New 
Hampshire, Department of Revenue Administration’s guidelines. The amount of fund balance used to 
offset the tax rate for 2007 was $528,972. 


Permanent Funds 


Permanent funds account for resources that are legally restricted to the extent that only earnings and not 
principal may be used for purposes that support the Town’s programs. At December 31, 2007, the 
balance of $853,955 was comprised of $604,829 reserved for endowments and $249,126 in total income. 


Other Governmental Funds 


Total Fund Balance in Other Governmental Funds is $2,974,234. The various funds within this category 
are: Special Revenue Funds: Library Fund $485,869; Conservation Commission $31,427; Josiah Brown 
Fund $293; Police Detail Fund $16,896 and Expendable Trust Funds $1,236,417. Various Capital 
Projects have a fund balance of $349,377 and the previously noted Permanent Fund totals $853,955. 


Proprietary Funds 


The focus of the Town’s proprietary funds is on total economic resources, and changes to net assets, 
much as it might be for a private-sector business. 


The Town of Wolfeboro’s proprietary funds consist of the Water Department, Sewer Department, Electric 
Department and Pop Whalen Ice Arena. Total net assets increased a total of $1,759,796 from December 
31, 2006 to $16,533,949. Net income before capital distributions was as follows: Electric $491,279; 
Water $194,650; Sewer ($546,393) and Pop Whalen $5,103. In October 2007 the Board of Selectmen 
increased the quarterly unit and per gallon charges in order to bring the Water and Sewer Funds into 
balance. A rate study performed by the engineering firm of Wright Pearce indicated that the Town should 
anticipate rate increases over the next several years to cover the cost of operations and debt service in the 
Water Fund and the cost of operations in the Sewer Fund. The general fund currently subsidizes the cost 
of debt service in the Sewer Fund. 


It should also be noted that the Electric Department’s current contract for purchased power expires at the 
end of 2008. This will lead to increases in the cost of operations of that fund. 
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General Fund Budgetary Highlights 


Revenues for the year exceeded original estimates by $173,953. Estimated revenues fell short in two 
areas; Taxes ($84,752) and Interest and income ($18,796) primarily due to economic conditions at the 
time. Revenues exceeded estimations: in several categories; Licenses & permits $62,420; 
Intergovernmental revenues $72,379; Charges for services $86,661 and Miscellaneous income $56,041. 


Expenditures for the year remained within appropriated amounts overall. The Town under-expended its 
budget by $201,832 with resuiting excess revenues over expenditures on a budgetary basis of $474,994. 


Capital Assets and Long-Term Obligations 


Capital Assets 


The Town considers a capital asset to be an asset whose costs exceeds $5,000 to $50,000 depending on 


the type of asset and has a useful life of greater than one year. Assets are depreciated me the sopeht 
line method over the course of their useful life. 


The Town’s investment in capital assets for its governmental activities and tnretieaat -type activities as of 
December 31, 2007 amounts to $20,349,413 and $25,244,717, respectively. This investment in capital 
assets includes infrastructure, buildings and improvements, vehicles and equipment. See Note 6 in the 
Notes to the Basic Financial Statements for a summary of all capital assets. ; 


Long-Term Obligations 


At December 31, 2007, the Town of Wolfeboro had total outstanding bonded debt of $2,207,992 and 
$13,133,111 in the governmental activities and business-type activities, respectively. Principal payments 
during the year reduced this outstanding debt by $671,417 and new bonding activity totaling $4,701,600, 
resulting in a combined balance at year-end of $15,470,803. 


Compensated absence at year-end totaled $377,195 overall. The Town’s estimated liability for 


miscellaneous landfill post closure costs as required by the State of NH Department of Environmental 
Services totaled $460,000. 


See Note 8 in the Notes to the Basic Financial Statements for a summary of all outstanding long-term 
obligations. 


Economic Conditions 
Weather at the beginning of the year caused some budgetary stress due to flooding of a number of town 
roads in April. A disaster declaration was approved by the President of the United States that resulted in 
FEMA payments totaling $196,868 which represented in excess of 75% of the actual costs to the Town. 


Assessed real estate value increased from $1,565,417,426 to $2,048,628,792 or $483,211,336 as a result 
of the Town’s ongoing revaluation of property by the Assessing Department. 
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This helped keep the new tax rate of December 2007 relatively low at $9.95 per thousand overall. Totals 
for uncollected taxes at year end remained low. 


The operating budget for calendar year 2007 was $9,338,715. The town maintains a Capital Improvement 
Plan through the CIP Committee, who makes recommendations to the Board of Selectmen via the 
Planning Board. A number of recommendations forwarded by the CIP Committee were not included in 
the budget by the Board of Selectmen due to budget constraints, or subsequent action of the Town Budget 
Committee. 


Economic conditions for Carroll County remained stable while not robust for the year ended December 
31, 2007. The overall unemployment rate for the year was 2.98%; lower than the national average. The 
yearly Consumer Price Index totaled 2.6%.

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Report of the Chairman of the 
Wolfeboro Board of Selectmen 


In March, the Board of Selectmen welcomed David 
senecal and Kristi Ginter. The Board reviewed the 
Implementation Matrix of the Master Plan to establish the 
Board’s 2008 goals. One goal was to shortened the length of 
Board meetings by adding an additional meeting per month 
when needed. 

The question of whether to continue to use Brewster 
Memorial Hall for town offices or build a new town office 
building somewhere else in Town was brought to the fore- 
front by the defeat of the warrant article for the restoration 
and the renovation of Brewster Memorial Hall. The Town 
Hall Options Committee was created to conduct a thorough 
examination and evaluation of all the options available to the 
Town to achieve the goal of attaining modern, safe, cost- 
effective, energy efficient and ADA-compliant town offices to 
accommodate the needs of the town departments and the 
public. The Committee includes Peter Alden, Judith 
Breuninger, Joyce Davis, Richard Hamilton, Alan Harding, 
Suzanne Ryan, Robert Smart, Richard Jason Smith, Fred 
Stephens, David Senecal and Linda Murray. The Committee 
represents a cross section of the community with a chamber 
member, Taxpayer’s Association members, past Planning 
Board Members, a local merchant, a leader in the creation 
of the Nick and a Zoning Board of Adjustment member. 

The Committee recommended that the Board of 
Selectmen consider the concept of a Lehner Street office 
complex, a renovation of Brewster Memorial Hall reduced in 
scope and cost and, in the interim, perform essential mainte- 
nance and repairs to Brewster Memorial Hall. It also recom- 
mended that prior to any final decision to permanently move 
town offices from Brewster Memorial Hall to another loca- 
tion, a fiscally sound plan/proposal for long term use of 
Brewster Memorial Hall be finalized. 
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The Town’s job descriptions were last updated in the 
1980’s so the Board hired Thornton & Associates to under- 
take a Pay and Classification Study which included an exter- 
nal market study, development of a compensation program 
and the creation of new job descriptions. The information 
from this study set the wage parameters for negotiating with 
the Town’s unions. 

The Board of Selectmen hired Mayhew Seavey, Jr. from 
PLM to aid the Town in the bidding process for a new elec- 
tric power supply contract. Five years ago, Wolfeboro was 
able to negotiate an electric supply contract when fuel prices 
were at their lowest. In 2008, the Town found itself at the top 
of the fuel market when it started the bidding process for a 
new electric supply contract. Initially it appeared that the 
increase in the electric rates would be approximately 90%. 
Luckily, the cost of fuel decreased as the Town locked in the 
fuel cost for the contract so that the increase in the electric 
rates will be approximately 60%. Even this lesser increase 
will significantly impact town residents. 

In reaction to the sharp decline in the economy, the Board 
of Selectmen reduced the department heads’ requests for 
the 2009 operating budget. In early October, the Board 
received the 2009 through 2018 Capital Improvement 
Project (CIP) report from the Planning Board. The total cost 
of the 2009 CIP recommended projects was $5,809,685. 
The Board of Selectmen eliminated four projects all together 
and reduced the scope and cost of two other projects bring- 
ing the total Board of Selectmen recommended warrant arti- 
cles to approximately $2.5 million Also in response to the 
cost of oil, the Town Manager has challenged the Town staff 
to cut back on fuel and heating costs.

2008 brought with it the passing of Richard Hammer, 
Code Enforcement Officer, with 10 years of service to the 
Town. Richard served the Town well and | was honored and 
blessed to have had the opportunity to work with him. 

The Planning and Development Department is respon- 
sible for planning the Town’s future in such areas as land- 
use, transportation, natural resource protection, and mainte- 
nance and enhancement of Wolfeboro’s special character 
and quality of life. 

The Department is also responsible for zoning administra- 
tion and enforcement, conservation administration, and 
inspections and code enforcement. Audrey Cline, Code 
Enforcement Officer, despite a broad range of challenges, 
continues to provide excellent code enforcement support to 
the department. It should be noted that this position comes 
with the difficult responsibility of fair and equitable enforce- 
ment of the Town’s codes. She performs her duties in a very 
positive manner. 


This department serves the following citizen boards:

Wolfeboro is blessed with residents who actively partici- 
pate by serving on Town Boards and Committees. These 
individuals dedicate untold hours serving the community in 
an effort to protect and enhance the Town. This year’s work 
programs for Boards have been significant if not daunting at 
times. The Planning Board and Department completed 15 
zoning changes as part of the Planning Board’s Master Plan 
implementation program and updated the Capital 
Improvements Program. In addition, the Department has 
been assisting the Master Plan Implementation Committee 
in its efforts to prioritize the goals and objectives of the 
Master Plan. 

The Department has had another busy year with a wide 
range of projects and planning issues. Staff continued its 
technical assistance to the Planning Board, Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, Historic District Commission, Conservation 
Commission and Board of Selectmen. In addition, the 
Planning Department has completed the following activities 
in 2008: 

- Worked with the Chamber of Commerce and prepared a 
Business Development Guide for Wolfeboro. 

- Worked with the Land Use Boards and prepared a land 

use permitting guide and flowchart. 
Continued as TRAC Project Manager and, working with 
the TRAC Committee, completed Phase II of the multi- 
use pathway from Fernald Station (NH Rte 109) to 
Cotton Valley. 

- Assisted the Economic Development Committee with the 
development and bidding of an Economic Market 
Assessment of the Town of Wolfeboro. 

- Assisted the Planning Board in the development of an 
IZIP grant and the development of the Inclusionary 
Zoning Implementation Program funded by the grant.

System. 

Awarded the contract for the update of the Natural 
Resources Chapter of the Master Plan and worked with 
the Contractor to begin the update.

(TRC) and held 20 meeting of the TRC. 

Held public hearings on 16 Minor Site Plan applications.

Served as project manager for the permitting and devel- 
opment of the Wolfeboro Business Park. 

Managed the inspection program of all Planning Board 
approved projects including Meredith Village Savings 
Bank, Great Waters Bank, Huggins Hospital and the 
Youth Center.

The CIP Committee presents its recommended program 
to the Planning Board and the Planning Board adopts the 
plan after public hearing on the CIP. The CIP links the 
Master Plan with the fiscal realities and is a 10 year plan of 
all capital projects 

The CIP Committee continues to balance recommended 
capital improvements with the fiscal impact on the tax and 
rate payers. Despite historical public support for capital 
improvements, the unmet needs of our community are sig- 
nificant. The significant demands on our limited financial 
resources requires prioritization of projects, phasing some 
projects, prefunding of purchases and improvements 
through the use of capital reserve accounts, bonding of pro- 
jects when necessary, and in some instances, deferral of 
projects to subsequent years. 

It is important to note that approximately $59,585,275 of 
capital improvement projects have been identified by the 
various town departments over the next 10 years. 


For 2 the Committee recommends projects in the 
amount of $5,809,685.

The Zoning Board of Adjustment had an extremely busy 
year and saw many changes in its membership. Brian 
Underwood who served as Chairman for more than 15 
years resigned, David Senecal, Vice-Chairman, left the 
Board after being elected Selectman. Louise Graham, 
Member and Mark Pierce, and Robin Kingston, 
Alternates also are no longer serving on the Board. | 
would like to take this opportunity to thank these individu- 
als for their many years of dedication and hard work. 

The Board heard a total of 40 applications submitted 
throughout the year reflecting an increase of 7 from the 
previous year. A number of these applications required 
multiple public hearings. In addition to these applications 
a number of Motions for Rehearings were submitted and 
reviewed by the Board. Some were granted and others 
denied. The increase in the number of applications sub- 
mitted is attributed to continued enforcement of the 
Zoning Ordinance. The Board typically meets the first 
Monday of each month however with the increased num- 
ber of applications came additional meetings that the 
Board scheduled as needed.

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Historic District Commission 
Annual Report 2008 


The Historic District Commission (HDC) was established 
through the land use laws of the State of New Hampshire. 
In 1977 the Planning Board of Wolfeboro, NH recommended 
a zoning change to establish a Historic District in North 
Wolfeboro, and a warrant article was approved by the vot- 
ers. Following this lead the citizens of Cotton Mountain Area 
petitioned the Board of Selectmen of Wolfeboro, and with 
the recommendation of the Planning Board expanded the 
District. Another warrant article was created and in 1989 the 
voters approved the addition of The Cotton Mountain 
Historic District. 

The Role of the Historic District Commission is to process 
applications through the Public Meeting process and to hold 
Public Hearings should the application rise to that level. The 
Goal of the Commission is to Preserve, Protect and 
Safeguard the District when processing applications for 
either new homes, additions and/or modifications to new or 
old structures. To accomplish the process the Commission 
functions under written Guidelines which the applicant uses 
as well. 

In 2008 the Commission held many meetings and hear- 
ings to process applications of varying requests as follows:

The Commission also held many work sessions which 
produced Flow Charts of procedure and new application 
forms in an effort to assist the applicant. Unfortunately the 
commission must report this it is still trying to complete the 
update of the District Guidelines. Due to the volume of 
applications and the extensive legal action filed by Mr. & 
Mrs. Ginter against the Town of Wolfeboro, the Planning and 
Development Department, the Code Enforcement Office, 
and the Historic District Commission (for which the Town and 
Commission prevailed and spent many thousands of dol- 
lars), the Guideline work scheduled for completion in 2008 
had to be set aside. This legal action took precedence, and 
exhausted the time and attention from the much needed 
work sessions to accomplish this project, which is not sched- 
uled on the 2009 agenda. 

The Commission is comprised of 7 members, one of 
which is a member of the Board of Selectmen and there may 
be up to 5 alternates. This year saw the resignation of 
member Michael Burke and Alternate Polly Green. The 
member position was filled by Alternate Charles Smith, and 
the appointment of alternate Todd Fichter, both appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen. The Commission elections were 
held in April and for a second term Bruce Fichter was voted 
Chairman and Suzanne Ryan Vice Chairman. The 
Commission also hired Amy Capone-Muccio as Secretary to 
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take all Public Hearing minutes and along with the untiring 
efforts of administrative assistant Terry Tavares the defensi- 
ble paper trail continues. 

In conclusion at the end of 2008, unfortunately, the 
Commission was presented with and had to address a citi- 
zen petition to abolish the Historic District. This necessitat- 
ed the hiring of a new and additional Town Attorney. This 
State mandated process is beyond the legal expertise of the 
Commission and required legal representation. It is the hope 
of the Historic District Commission, that the Town voters will 
see the benefits of having Historic District overlay zoning in 
the North Wolfeboro and Cotton Mountain Areas as those 
that are unique and will be treasured by generations to 
come, and will be safeguarded by allowing the Historic 
District Commission to continue their work to that end.

They are 
always in need of monetary donations as well. 

Just a reminder, that all dogs must be registered by April 
30", 2009. Please be sure to bring the current rabies certifi- 
cate that you receive from your veterinarian.

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Report of the Chairman of the 
Wolfeboro Police Commission 


The Wolfeboro Police Department has been and will be 
going through some new changes this year. Last year for 
the first time in many years we were at full staff. This lasted 
for a few months until we were informed that Lt. Rondeau 
was Called for duty to Irag. He is expected to be gone for a 
year and back to the Wolfeboro police department by 4-1- 
09. The economy was the major concern during the budget 
process which starts in August, line items were stressed by 
a lot of unknown costs and we had to keep the budget within 
a mandated amount. 

The Police Commission and the Town of Wolfeboro rec- 
ognize the New England Police Benevolent Association 
Local #39 (Union). This includes all full-time employees of 
the Wolfeboro Police Department in the following positions: 
Sergeants, police officers, dispatchers and communications 
Supervisors. 

The commission with Chief Chase has been reviewing 
policies and procedures, which have not been updated for 
many years. We need to complete this as soon as possible, 
to have everyone working from the same manual. The com- 
mission was asked by the Town Manager to assume the ani- 
mal control position and develop a policy and procedure for 
this. Any calls for service are handled through central dis- 
patch. 

The commission believes that it is important to recognize 
the patrol officers and the dispatchers. These dedicated indi- 
viduals are the backbone of the department and are here 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year to answer your calls for ser- 
vice. We are fortunate to have a patrol force and dispatch 
that is available 24 hours a day. 

The commission started a process 8 years ago 
called C.O.P. community oriented policing, Known to most 
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people as community policing. This proactive process 
allows the community to work more closely with the law 
enforcement community. Where the police are the people 
and the people are the police, a partnership in problem-solv- 
ing techniques. Procedures are changing in the law 
enforcement community, civilian oversight boards, civilian 
police academy’s, community partnerships and much 
more. Acitizen committee is being formed to develop a cit- 
izen satisfaction survey to address the concerns of the resi- 
dents and business sector of Wolfeboro. This was done 
nine years ago 

The Wolfeboro Police Commission would like to thank 
everyone who took the time to write, call and attend the 
commission meetings; your input helps insure us that we are 
meeting your concerns. As your public servants, we have 
enjoyed serving the town of Wolfeboro.

WOLFEBORO POLICE DEPARTMENT 
& 

WOLFEBORO CENTRAL DISPATCH 


2008 was a busy year for the police department and not 
without challenges. Lt. Dean Rondeau, Executive Officer, 
was deployed to Iraq with his Army Reserve unit. This creat- 
ed a tremendous void, effecting both day to day operations 
and long term planning. Sgt’s. Randy Archambault, Chris 
Keaton and Scott Moore stepped up and assumed many of 
the Lieutenant’s duties in his absence. We look forward to 
his return this Spring. 

The spiraling cost of gasoline necessitated some changes 
in our operations. In April, officers began patrolling on foot in 
various areas of Town for part of their shift. This practice 
continued through the summer months, resulting in a 
marked decrease in fuel costs. 

Our commitment to professionalism was bolstered 
through our in-service training program and other offered 
courses. In addition to firearms qualification and skills build- 
ing, personnel received training in use of force, missing and 
exploited children, functions of the Border Patrol and illegal 
aliens, ATF firearms investigations, gangs in New 
Hampshire, the “active shooter” in schools, election laws, 
collective bargaining, crime scene investigations and other 
relative topics. 

We continue to adapt to community needs and upgrade 
equipment and services when possible. Through the gen- 
erosity of several local business people, a Buick sedan was 
donated to the Department for investigative and administra- 
tive purposes. An officer has received specialized training in 
investigations and has been assigned to detective work as 
scheduling permits. A new server for our management infor- 
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mation system has been installed. We have automated our 
evidence and property functions. A prescription turn-in pro- 
gram has been developed and we have an active speaker’s 
bureau. Grants have provided opportunities for extra 
patrols. 

Our K9 program has been a success with “Blek” receiving 
U.S. Canine Association certification in obedience, agility, 
evidence recovery, building search, tracking and criminal 
apprehension. K9 handler, Officer Jim O’Brien, has worked 
hard training Blek and his efforts are reflected in the appre- 
hension of violent suspect, the location of at-risk people and 
the recovery of stolen property. 

Statistically, 993 offenses occurred in 2008, a 2% 
decrease from 2007. The most frequently occurring were: 
criminal mischief, simple assault, possession of controlled 
drugs, driving while intoxicated and motor vehicle violations. 
Our prosecutor handled 429 arrests. Officers responded to 
149 motor vehicle collisions. 

The public safety role is ever-expanding with officers serv- 
ing as facilitators, trainers and mediators. We invite you to 
check our website to see some of the services provided. 


WOLFEBORO CENTRAL DISPATCH 


Wolfeboro Central Dispatch’s communications specialists 
handled 43,228 calls or inquires in 2008. Comprised of five 
full time and three part time employees, central dispatch is 
often the unheralded, crucial link between the police officer 
or fire fighter on the street and the person in need of assis- 
tance. 

Mother nature tested our personnel and taxed our 
resources with a tornado and ice storm in 2008. In times of 
emergency, Central Dispatch is often the initial source of 
immediate information and in a crisis, we are inundated with 
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calls. The on-duty staff in those incidents were recognized 
for their efforts. 

We continuously aim to improve customer service by 
offering training to personnel. The Dispatch Supervisor 
attended a management course in the reporting period and 
other staff availed themselves of relevant training. 

Central Dispatch plays an integral part in the public safety 
mission and we again acknowledge that service to the com- 
munity. 

Once more, we look to 2009 and beyond with optimism 
and hope for better times. We remain committed to the pub- 
lic safety mission and our Town. We recognize that the 
reduction of crime and enhancement of the quality of life 
takes a cooperative effort and we are grateful to all those 
who partner with us in that endeavor!

The members of the Wolfeboro Fire-Rescue Department 
have completed another year of service to the taxpayers, 
residents and their guests. 

We have had another busy year responding to 1052 calls.

We have been busy this year with many projects that will 
enhance our capabilities and help us to provide a better level 
of service to the residents and visitors to the community. 

We were fortunate to obtain several grants again this year 
and were able to obtain some much needed equipment at 
minimal cost to the citizens of the community. A new 12- 
lead Monitor/Defibrillator will be purchased and greatly 
enhance our ability to send critical information to the hospital 
from the residence or while en route. 

The apparatus area of the Public Safety Building had 
some masonry work completed and a fresh coat of much 
needed paint to the outside. 

Phase two of the municipal fire alarm system/fire alarm 
box transfers and maintenance program saw completion. 

Department members provided many hours of public edu- 
cation including Fire Prevention Week programs in the 
schools, fire extinguisher training, CPR classes, hazards in 
the home, fire safety, babysitters program and presentations 
to many community groups and local businesses. 

The Fire Prevention Division has dealt with many issues 
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again this year so that our community will be as safe as pos- 
sible. The Division administered numerous permits and 
conducted many inspections, commercial and residential, 
during 2008. We must enforce all fire and life safety codes 
to insure the safety of all our residents and our guests. 
Many more lives are saved through fire prevention efforts 
than have been rescued from a burning building. 

Once again this year the department received a Life 
Safety Award indicating a successful year free of fire fatali- 
ties. This is a credit not only to the members but also to the 
community and its fire prevention efforts. 

The 11 career and 9 Call Fire-Rescue Department mem- 
bers attended in excess of 1300 hours of training during 
2008. Training topics included instructor development, fire- 
fighter certifications, fire officer certification, technical rescue 
certifications, vehicle extrication, Emergency Medical 
Technician certification and re-certification, infection control, 
hazardous material decontamination, building/fire code sem- 
inars, responding to terrorist attack, incident management 
and control, and fire fighter safety and survival. 

We must continue to train to insure the safety of all fire- 
rescue personnel and continue to provide a high level of ser- 
vice to the community. 

The Mechanical Division was very busy in 2008. 
Apparatus requires a high degree of maintenance to ensure 
safety and proper operation. As our apparatus continues to 
age, and our incidents continue to increase the maintenance 
requirements and costs amplify. This year we had to rebuild 
the transmission in Engine One. Several thousand dollars in 
repairs to Ladder One were done to ensure that the require- 
ments of the annual certification test are met. There were 
several unexpected repairs done to Ladder One and other 
apparatus to assure the safety of our personnel and the pro- 
tection of the community. 

Delivery of the new Engine Four Pumper/Rescue unit is 
expected during March or April of 2009. This new piece of 
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apparatus will replace the current Rescue and also serve a 
dual purpose, as it will have fire pump capabilities. As vol- 
unteerism continues to become less and less across the 
country we must find ways to do our job in a more efficient 
manner. This is not always an easy task. 

Call Department activity continues to decline due to the 
increased demands of family and careers. The commitment 
of membership is immense, the continued training require- 
ments and activity levels continue to impact the lives of our 
members and many find that the requirements of family and 
work do not allow enough hours to fulfill their membership. | 
would like to wish those that moved on well and thank them 
for their dedication, and unselfish commitment to the Town 
of Wolfeboro. 

| would like to take this opportunity to thank all of the 
other town departments for their support and assistance and 
a special thanks to all the Fire - Rescue membership as 
they play a very important part in your fire protection. 

Terrorism has not gone away and we continue to train for 
the situation should one arise. Let us be thankful that we 
had a safe year in Wolfeboro.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste.

Spring fire season lasted unusually long this past year, with very high fire danger stretching into the first week of June. Once again, the 
rains started to fall during the summer and the fire activity was fairly light for the remainder of the year. The acreage burned was less 
than that of 2007. The largest forest fire during the 2008 season burned approximately 54 acres on Rattlesnake Mountain in Rumney on 
White Mountain National Forest property. Another 39 acre fire occurred on Mount Major in Alton during the month of April. Our 
statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season due to their 
quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area 
where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2008 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around 
your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www. firewise.org.

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Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
2008 Annual Report 


This year, the Wolfeboro Conservation Commission once 
again responded to the environmental concerns of 
Wolfeboro’s citizens. In addition to advisory duties concern- 
ing permit applications, we worked to protect the natural 
resources within the Town of Wolfeboro. 

We have coordinated cleanup of the Town Gardens and 
are currently more active in managing a more productive 
use of the property in accordance with the original deed 
through a coordinated effort by the Conservation 
Commission, Food Pantry Garden Committee (Wolfeboro 
Food Pantry), Kingswood High School Vocational Center 
and GALA. The Region 9 Ag Program has been clearing 
land and will be using the property to train students in 
forestry and agriculture. Future use will include planting and 
growing crops to provide food for the Wolfeboro Food Bank 

The Commission received and reviewed 40 Dredge & Fill 
applications from the State of New Hampshire Department 
of Environmental Services (NHDES). Recommendations 
and reports were prepared for the NHDES Wetlands Bureau 
for each of these applications. These applications include 
the construction / installation of docks, dock repair, breakwa- 
ters, boat ramps, boathouses, beaches, retaining walls, cul- 
verts, new structures and the dredging and filling of wet- 
lands among other issues. We also reviewed 19 Special Use 
Permit applications for the Wolfeboro Planning Board and 
Technical Review Committee for which reports and recom- 
mendations were prepared. 

We also responded to several citizen inquires regarding 
potential wetland violations and conducted inspections, 
reviews, reports and recommendations to NHDES following 
these inquiries. 

We have also continued to manage Town owned proper- 
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ties with conservation easements, and have worked on 
forestry management plans on properties that the 
Commission manages for timber. 

The bridge and boardwalk at Ellies Woodland Walk 
(Ryefield Marsh) were repaired and is again open so that 
the public can more easily enjoy this special place. 

Thanks to Commission members for their interest, support 
and commitment to protecting Wolfeboro’s unique character 
and resources and keeping it a special place to live. Thanks 
also to Rob Houseman, Director of Planning and 
Development, for his support, knowledge and advice, to our 
secretary Lee Ann Keathley for her hard work and commit- 
ment, to the Board of Selectmen and other Town staff for 
their support and assistance.

2008 has brought the much awaited technical upgrades in 
the form of permit and inspection software tied to the proper- 
ty tax records. The ability to manage the building department 
application and inspection paperwork in an electronic man- 
ner is expected to increase the timeliness and accuracy of 
the approval processes and recordkeeping. Additionally, the 
ability to share files and records between work stations is 
expected to boost productivity by eventually removing the 
necessity of physically pulling and reviewing each record 
file. Employees continue to advance their knowledge of the 
software settings to get the most benefit from the program 
by attending training classes provided by the software ven- 
dor. In the near future we look forward to being able to 
access the GIS software in the permitting process, which will 
allow us greater accuracy in reviewing applications by giving 
us a real-time method of zoning review, such as existing and 
proposed building setbacks. 

Through consistency and attention to detail, we strive to 
continue making interfacing with the building department a 
productive and pleasant experience for Wolfeboro’s citizens.

The winter of 2008 will be remembered by many as one of 
the snowiest on record with 149 inches of snow, 34 emer- 
gency snow events, and 7 Downtown snow removals. Due 
to concerns regarding the amount of snow on the library roof 
it had to be shoveled twice. We lucked out with a mild and 
dry spring and only minor flooding, then went into a wet 
summer which included a tornado that ripped through the 
Town on July 24". The damage from this severe storm 
included large trees being torn from their roots and taking 
down power lines and poles resulted in the closure of 
Brackett Road, a section of Pleasant Valley Road, Route 
109, College Road and Stoneham Road. Public Works 
crews aided in the efforts with Public Safety, the Municipal 
Electric Department and other State agencies and contrac- 
tors to open all Town roads by nightfall. THANKS to the ded- 
icated Town Crews that arose early and stayed late to keep 
our Town roads safe and passable during rough conditions 
created by many difficult storms. 

The Highway Division, led by Doug Lemery and Frank 
Riley took the lead in installing 2,520 feet of culverts, 20 catch 
basins, improving drainage and preparing roads for paving. 
Pavement projects included a 1-inch finish pavement overlay 
on Sewall Road (2.5 miles) & Clark Road (.6 mile), shim and 
overlay on Abenaukee Drive (.7 mile) and the reclamation 
and base paving of Northline Road (1 mile from Beach Pond 
Road south). Numerous signs were installed on Sewall Road 
and Clark Road to remind drivers to watch their speed and 
“share the road” with walkers and bikers. 

The Public Works Garage, led by Jim Champagne, had a 
busy year maintaining the Town’s large fleet of vehicles and 
equipment, processing over 700 work orders, including 
everything from routine maintenance to emergency repairs. 
This Division is responsible for maintaining our emergency, 
electric, recreation and public works vehicles. 
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The Solid Waste Facility, led by Adam Tasker, had another 
good year as recycled material grossed the Town $126,478. 
If this material had not been recycled, it would have cost the 
Town $179,328 to dispose of such. The Town recycled 1,868 
tons of material which calculates to a 58 percent rate as 
determind by the NHDES. The Town received a NRRA 
award for most recycled tonnage for a mid-size NH town. In 
addition, due to Adam Tasker’s effort, the Town received a 
$2,500 grant for purchasing a new waste oil burner at the 
PW’s Garage. The crew at the facility appreciates your 
cooperation with complying with the Solid Waste 
Regulations and our efforts to: Reduce; Repair; Reuse & 
Recycle. By increasing our recycling we save the Town 
money and improve the environment. Further information 
regarding the Solid Waste Facility, fees and regulations are 
available at the Town Offices or on the Town’s website at 
www.wolfeboronh.us. 

Thanks to your support, over $1 million for Public Works 
capital projects were authorized in March 2008 supporting our 
efforts to restore our aging infrastructure. The Town received 
two FEMA Hazard Mitigation Grants totaling $153,437 for the 
upgrade of drainage and culverts on Varney and Trask 
Mountain Roads; work to be completed in 2009. 

The Pleasant Valley Road Culvert Project was constructed 
during the summer of 2008. The project was completed and 
included rebuilding the section of road between both box 
culverts. Sidewalks and some drainage structures were 
upgraded from Kingswood Road to East Clark Road in con- 
junction with the replacement of old water lines. 

The Bay Street Bridge replacement design was approved 
by NHDOT and bid out late in the year; construction to be 
completed by summer 2009. The Center Street drainage 
study was completed and included the development of 
plans; the project is presently being permitted for the pro- 
posed upgrades. 

The Design of Downtown Streets (Lehner, Union, Glendon 
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& School) moved forward this year with 2 public forums and 
design completion however; due to the slowing economy 
construction has been postponed for at least 1 year. 

The Town Docks received a major facelift with the removal 
of uneven pavement and concrete around Dockside and 
replaced with decorative stamped concrete; winning the 
Architectural Concrete Award from the American Concrete 
Association. Thanks for assistance from the Highway crew 
for a much needed paint job on the flagpole and to the 
Garden club for planting flowers. 

Phase 1 of the Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) pro- 
ject was completed and included upgrades at the Railroad 
Station, Dockside, Community Center, Libby Museum, 
Library and the Public Safety buildings to improve entrances 
and public restrooms and become compliant with Federal 
laws. We look for your support this year for Phase 2 of this 
important project and efforts by the Town to make our build- 
ings and spaces accessible for all citizens.

First | would like to acknowledge and thank Brian Carroll 
who retired this year for his 13 years of dedicated service as 
Chief Operator of the Water Treatment Plant and in the last 
few years as Superintendent of the Water and Sewer 
Utilities. He will be missed and we wish him well in future 
endeavors. 

The Wastewater Effluent Disposal Project began con- 
struction and made significant progress with anticipation that 
it will be completed and on line early in 2009. The success- 
ful completion of this project should result in NHDES lifting 
of the Town’s sewer moratorium. |The Town’s Capital 
Outlay investments over the last 2 years, along with process 
modifications at the Wastewater Treatment Plant have 
resulted in easily achieving and surpassing new permit lim- 
its. This is great news in that a new plant will not be 
required for some time. These improvements have not only 
greatly improved effluent water quality but have reduced 
energy use. The Town will move forward with some addition- 
al modifications to the existing facility to keep us Compliant, 
Safe and Efficient. Thanks to our contract operator, 
Woodard & Curran for assisting us with these upgrades and 
doing such a fine job. 

The design of Sewer Collection System upgrades to 
reduce Inflow/Infiltration into the system, are underway with 
the next phase of this project to be constructed in 2009. This 
is a major effort in that approximately 40% of the yearly flow, 
that is pumped and treated, is not sewage but groundwater 
or surface water infiltrating into the sewer collection system. 
Town crews working with our consultants and contractors 
will continue to attack this problem. The crew also rebuilt 
sewer pumps at all 8 lift stations and took over a small pri- 
vate pump station at Greenleaf Drive. These ongoing efforts 
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to maintain and improve our infrastructure also help reduce 
energy costs. 

Water System upgrades completed this year included: fin- 
ishing improvements to the South Main Street water tank, 
abandoning all 118 year old water main pipe south of Clark 
Road; a new disinfection tank; media replacement in treat- 
ment plant filters; and numerous equipment repairs at the 
treatment plant. Town crews led by Scott Pike and Mike 
Potenza repaired 12 hydrants, replaced 6 others and 
repaired 23 water distribution system leaks. Their leak 
detection efforts and aggressive action to repair them, in 
addition to the Town’s water conservation efforts, have led to 
another significant reduction in total water use for the Town. 
The yearly average for 2008 of 555,000 gallons per day 
compared to 2007 is down 18,000 gallons per day. 

The water distribution system contains over 13,000 feet of 
old cast iron pipe. These old pipes can create discolored 
water, if you experience these problems, please report it to 
the Water Department at 569-8155. This year we are look- 
ing for your support for funding and replacing other sections 
of the original system along Union Street, School Street and 
Pleasant Street. 

Congratulations to: Scott Pike who was promoted to 
Superintendent of the Water & Sewer Department; to Janine 
Gilllum who was promoted to Chief Water Operator; and to 
Jeremy Santulli who was promoted to Water Operator. 
Welcome new employees John Donnelly and Jason Emert 
to the Water & Sewer Maintenance crew.

ANNUAL REPORT 2008 


The LRHHPF continued to expand its services during 
2008. In addition to 6 Wolfeboro HHW collections, including 
June and August pharmaceutical collections, Alton hosted 
two HHW collections in July plus its first medicine collection 
in September. The towns of Alton and Wolfeboro are mem- 
bers of the Facility with households attending by securing a 
town-specific business card pass from their solid waste facil- 
ities. Other towns may attend on a fee basis. 

Attending in 2008 were 678 HH, including 58 HH plus 2- 
55 gal drums from non-member towns. LRHHPF continues 
to enable non-household disposals directly with the waste 
hauler and facilitated a DES Hazardous Waste Emergency 
Permit for an unstable material requiring mobilization of spe- 
cialized equipment in case of explosion. 


During 2009, the Facility will be open the gid Saturday of 
the month May thru October, rain or shine, 8:30 AM-noon. 
Please mark your calendars for May 16, June 20, July 18, 
Aug 15, Sept 19, and Oct 17. June 20 and August 15 the 
Facility in Wolfeboro will host special medicine collections as 
well as the usual HHW drop-offs. 

There will be two additional on-site collections in Alton for 
their households on July 11 and September 12, 2009. The 
fall collection includes pharmaceuticals. Alton residents 
may also attend the Wolfeboro Facility the third Saturday of 
the month. 

Please note the special medicine collections dates as a 
Strict protocol to comply with local, state, and federal regula- 
tions requires specialized personnel to accept those prod- 
ucts. The number of gallons of pharmaceuticals disposed of 
increased from 25 for 2006, to 54 in 2007, and more than 
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doubled to 116 in 2008 (9 gal were controlled substances). 
Public awareness of the dangers of unused prescriptive 
medications via state and national news reports, the conve- 
nience of an Alton collection day, and familiarity with the 
Facility’s third year of pharmaceutical collections, have 
enabled LRHHPF to appropriately dispose of more than 1 
gallon of pills per participating household . 

Solid Waste Facility/Transfer Station personnel issue 
LRHHPF member passes, and assist in myriad ways to edu- 
cate people about the program for safe, convenient, environ- 
mentally sound disposal. The LRHHPF Joint Board thanks 
them, Pharmacist Brenda McBride, Alton and Wolfeboro 
Police Depts., and retiring Joint Board member Alan 
Sherwood for their valuable assistance. 

Please bring all hazardous products in their original con- 
tainers to the LRHHPF Facility, 404 Beach Pond Road. Two 
bright yellow signs at the entrance near the Solid Waste 
Facility will guide you on collection Saturdays.

The 2008 year for the Electric Department offered numer- 
ous challenges and resulted in many accomplishments. 
Activities this year included the connection of 22 new ser- 
vices, completion of 23 system improvements, 27 customer 
service upgrades, and responses to 651 customer service 
orders. Twenty-two pole replacements were completed as a 
result of motor vehicle accidents, storm damage and system 
upgrades. Right-of-way tree trimming for the year totaled 4 
miles of re-clearing and 300 man-hours of hourly take 
downs including storm trouble assistance. In an ongoing 
effort to test all of the electrical meters throughout the sys- 
tem within a ten-year timeframe; 442 electric meters were 
tested this past year for accuracy. 

Three major storm events this year including a rare torna- 
do in July and an ice storm in December resulted in numer- 
ous hours of restoration efforts by all staff members. | would 
like to thank everyone involved for their hard work and com- 
mitment in restoring power in a timely manner to our cus- 
tomers. 

Construction of the new 12.47 kV electrical distribution 
system and the conversion of customers onto it continued 
throughout 2008. The second phased conversion of Center 
Street to the intersection of Route 109 East represented the 
largest project of the year. Once again | would like to thank 
our customer’s for their cooperation and understanding dur- 
ing these conversion activities. 

The decommissioning of the 4kV Power Plant and associ- 
ated Substation #1 and Back Bay pump house was suc- 
cessfully completed under-budget in July. All of the cus- 
tomers served from the former Lehner Street location are 
now being fed from the new 12.47kV system via Substation 
#3 on Filterbed Road. 

Administrative projects included the implementation of a 
net metering program which has allowed customer-owned 
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wind and solar generation facilities to be linked to the electri- 
cal distribution system as a means of offsetting customer 
electrical usage. Two customers were enrolled as partici- 
pants in 2008 and are currently co-generating within our 
system. 

Negotiations for a new purchased power contract and cor- 
responding rate study were ongoing throughout the year. 
While the electric market conditions in New England result- 
ed in an inevitable rate increase for 2009, we still maintained 
a comparative advantage over neighboring utility rates. 

In closing | would like to recognize Maryann Stansfield 
and Orlin Ott in their retirement and wish them the best as 
well as introduce Judy Cormier as our new Administrative 
Assistant.

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Welfare Report for 2008 


Anyone may apply for general assistance by completing a 
written application form. We have new guidelines this year. 
Similar to last year, if there’s more than one adult that 
resides in a household they will all be required to fill out 
applications. These guidelines provide that any person who 
contests a determination of continuing non-compliance with 
the guidelines may request a fair hearing. 

When application is made for general assistance, the 
Welfare Official provides the applicant with a notice of rights 
and also informs applicants that they are responsible for 
reporting all facts necessary to determine eligibility. The 
Welfare Official may assist the applicant in completing the 
application if the applicant is physically or mentally unable. 

The applicant is responsible to notify the Welfare Official 
of any changes. Whenever an applicant is a relative to the 
landlord, the landlord must provide proof before any assis- 
tance is given. 

With the economy clients are losing their jobs and losing 
their homes. The cap on rental payments and mortgage 
payments has gone up this year depending on how many 
bedrooms. If the client is a homeowner the property will 
have a lien placed on the property for the amount of the 
assistance given. Also for renters we do not give security 
deposits, we issue first month rent only. For clients needing 
fuel assistance, they need to contact Tri-County Community 
Action (CAP) at 323-7400 to make an appointment. If you 
need fuel before funding from CAP is received please call 
the Welfare Office as we have funds that are provided by the 
Lions Club. | also use the Churches and the Mary Martin 
Fund whose clients have to fill out an application with 
Thomas Bickford. 

The town also has a food pantry that will help people in 
need. The telephone number for the food pantry is 569- 
0202. There have been a large number of people using the 
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food pantry. The Welfare Office also provides food vouchers 
and the amount is decided on family size. The voucher can 
not be used for pet food, tobacco or alcoholic beverages. 
Also if the total amount of the voucher is not spent the client 
does not receive any money back. 

Clients that have outstanding electric and water bills are 
placed on a budget plan. Medical services are also a prob- 
lem. Huggins Hospital is taking application for medical ser- 
vices which is called Medication Bridge and covers most 
medications. Call Huggins Hospital at 569-2150 and ask to 
speak with Jack at Medication Bridge for an application.

The Administrative Division of Parks and Recreation has 
gone through an exceptional period of change during 2008.

Aside from the low cost of 
these activities, there are other tangible benefits in times like 
these. Our programs and parks give people a chance to 
come together, create memories together as family or 
friends, get outside, exercise, and reduce stress—the list 
goes on and on. But most importantly our programs help 
create a sense of community. As we are facing a time of 
immense national challenge, there may be nothing more 
important than creating and sustaining a sense of communi- 
ty to help us all pull through together. Wolfeboro’s residents 
stand out as a community of people who strongly support 
their parks and recreation programs and the staff of this 
department are proud to serve you by creating the “fun” that 
pulls us all together 

We had great participation in Programs this year. Overall, 
we had 3,233 participants in our various programs, in addi- 
tion to our skaters and skiers at Pop Whalen Arena and 
Abenaki Ski Area. In total, the Department offered 104 activ- 
ities to the public—from skating lessons to Creative Cooking 
to Tennis Tournaments to the Annual Granite Man Triathlon. 

Our goal as we move into the future is to focus on creat- 
ing more programs for teens, adults and seniors to add to 
our already strong toddler and youth programming. We will 
experiment with different program offerings this year from 
adult Ultimate Frisbee and Dodgeball to weekly walking 
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and running programs. 

Abenaki Ski Area was blessed with an abundant snow 
year and very high attendance for 2008. In total, we had 
1995 skier visits and were open for 58 days. We sold 147 
season passes and on one day over 81 skiers and snow- 
boarders graced our slopes! The Friends of Abenaki contin- 
ue to support the activities of the ski area and have made 
our great snowmaking season possible. Our full size 
groomer is key to creating the perfectly groomed corduroy of 
our slopes and we are proud to have 5 trails serviced by our 
rope tow, as well as a 6 trail in development. Thanks again 
to the friends of Abenaki who have made great skiing possi- 
ble in Wolfeboro once again! 

The beloved Ice Arena continues to be well used and we 
had a very full booking season in 2008. We had over 5000 
skater visits and hosted high school and youth hockey 
games and practices, adult competitive and pick up leagues 
and special events. We are continuing to explore options for 
year-round use of the facility to create additional program 
opportunities and revenue streams for the Enterprise Fund. 

We conducted many improvement projects in parks and 
facilities this year. Many ADA (Americans with Disabilities 
Act) compliance projects are in planning or implementation 
stage at Pop Whalen Arena, Cate Park, Foss Field and our 
beaches. We started extensive repairs at Pop Whalen Arena 
due to ice and snow damage in the winter of 2007-2008 and 
will wrap those up in 2009. 

Another leap forward in 2008 was the implementation of 
our online registration program that goes live in January of 
2009. Community members can view and register for all pro- 
grams online, make credit card payments, see a roster of all 
activities they've signed their family up for, print off a weekly 
schedule—even buy a season pass to Pop Whalen Arena or 
Abenaki Ski Area. All of this can be done 24 hours a day 
from the convenience of home. Of course, traditional meth- 
ods of registration will still be available. 

The Department was happy to find a permanent home for 
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the Skate Park at The Nick. Many volunteers made this pro- 
ject possible and already the park is being well used. Many 
thanks to those who gave time, expertise and money to 
make this project happen. 

So as one year wraps up, we are in the midst of another 
exciting season just starting up. The entire staff here have 
one goal—to provide Wolfeboro and our surrounding neigh- 
bors with opportunities to play, exercise and come together 
as individuals, families, friends and most importantly—as a 
community. We thank all of you who have participated and 
volunteered with our programs and we look forward to see- 
ing you at any one of our programs or facilities in this com- 
ing year!

Annual Report of 
Trustees of the Trust Funds 


In 2008 the Trustees of the Trust Funds focused on the work of overseeing all Trust Funds and Capital 
Reserve Funds of the Town of Wolfeboro. Such funds come under the custody of the Trustees , who 
have the sole authority to administer those funds. This authority entails investing the funds in a 
responsible and secure manner and making sure that any and all expenditures from those funds meet the 
exact purposes specified in the trust from which they are taken. 


In March, Trustee Ralph Joslin was reelected to another 3 year term. He will continue in his position as 
treasurer. 


Total expenditures for the year came to $305,350.28. These expenditures included payments made to 
students for scholarships and awards, monies given to local organizations such as Friends of the 
Bandstand, local churches, the library and hospital and funds used for financial assistance to the elderly 
and the L.LF.E. Ministries food pantry. Included in this total is $281,957 of Capital Reserve Funds, as 
requested by the selectmen. 


The Milfoil Eradication Fund received contributions from the NH Charitable Foundation ($15,000) and 
the Abenaki Water Ski Club ($2,000). In addition there was a donation to the Kayser Fund from Mrs. 
Bernadette Kayser and a donation to the ETON Fund from Kenneth A. Perry. Voters approved the 
addition of $31,610 to the Debt Retirement Fund for GWRSD. 


Other activities of the trustees included a new investment policy, written by Treasurer Ralph Joslin and 
submitted to the State Attorney General. The trustees initiated a research project involving town 
cemeteries. By a unanimous vote the Trustees adopted a new “Prudent Investor Rule”, which means a 
portfolio is judged in its entirety and not based on each individual investment. 


Despite the 2008 economic downturn, and the negative impact on investments, the trust funds sustained 
income. Trustees have agreed to set up a list of objectives for 2009.

several areas of the library were identified as being non- 
compliant with the Americans With Disabilities Act. During the 
year work was performed to resolve these problems. Door 
handles and openers were changed, furniture was moved or 
replaced, a second water fountain was installed, the main 
entryway was modified and a brand new restroom was built. 

The way libraries are being used nationally is changing 
and these changes are being reflected at the Wolfeboro 
Public Library. Usage of the library continues to lean toward 
new trends as more people visit the library and sit down to 
use the facilities. Visitors are using the Internet, reading the 
magazines and newspapers, or are chatting while their chil- 
dren play as opposed to making brief visits to simply select 
and/or return books. Therefore, the library is experiencing a 
boost in usage, including new kinds of resources such as 
downloadable books and wireless Internet access, which 
are difficult to trace and gather statistics in the usual man- 
ner. Additional statistical sampling methods have been 
added to try to address this problem. 

The library presented 27 programs in 2008. These includ- 
ed book discussions, story-time programs, a storyteller, a 
musician, wildlife encounters, lectures and the Summer 
Reading Program. Children participating in the Summer 
Reading Program read over 125,900 minutes - a 4% 
increase over the previous year. Circulation figures (adjust- 
ed for changes in the way statistics were collected in 2008 
compared to 2007) increased by 5%. 

The library now has ten computers dedicated to public 
use as well as a wireless service that is being heavily used 
by visitors who bring their own laptops. Study carrels in a 
back corner, that saw little use during the 1990s, are now 
filled daily by laptop users taking online courses or working 
on their small businesses. 

The Friends of the Library supported the library’s efforts 
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with donations of two barcode readers, five light-weight fold- 
ing tables for the meeting room, a CD cabinet, children’s 
books, DVDs, passes to five museums, licensing for public 
performance rights so the library can show movies, five pro- 
grams and all of the materials for the Summer Reading 
Program. The Friends also purchased and gave to the 
library beautiful new plastic library cards with a regular wal- 
let sized card and a key ring card that will replace the paper 
cards the library has used in the past. 

As we begin long range planning for the future, the library 
staff and the Board of Trustees will continue to work to 
improve the library and its services.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES - 2008 


2008 was a year of opportunity for the Library. In April, 
Mrs. Ida Glidden offered her property next door to the 
Library for sale to the Town for future library expansion. The 
Trustees want to thank Mrs. Glidden for her thoughtful and 
civic-minded action to offer her property to us. 

The Trustees undertook a thorough review of the property 
including appraisals, land surveys, and legal opinions. We 
sought formal and informal advice from Town and New 
Hampshire State experts on property development. We spe- 
cially thank the Selectmen and Dave Owen for their support 
of the Trustees’ plan for future Library expansion. 

In December, we purchased the property at 263 S. Main 
St. using bequests available in the Building fund. The Library 
Building Committee already has begun a visioning process 
and welcomes your ideas and support for this long-range 
building effort. 

The Finance Committee and an Investment sub-commit- 
tee administer the Library Building, Endowment and Library 
Materials Trust Funds. These funds are invested prudently 
to support the Library. Contributions and bequests can be 
made to these funds by people interested in furthering the 
Wolfeboro Public Library including expanding the Library. 

The Library continues to be used heavily by Town and 
area residents. The ADA refurbishing of the inside of the 
Library was completed in 2008 resulting in a pleasant visit 
for all people to our facility. 

A third air conditioning compressor was installed as part 
of a four-year capital plan to replace and upgrade all four 
inefficient 30 year-old units. Planning was completed during 
2008 to replace the fourth unit in 2009. 

Wolfeboro is very fortunate to have Library Director Cindy 
Scott and a staff dedicated to providing professional support

and superior customer service to all patrons. They plan cre- 
atively and deliver excellent service while meeting chal- 
lenges to keep the library running smoothly each day. 

The Library Board of Trustees meets monthly and in spe- 
cial sessions to oversee Library policies and actions. We are 
fortunate to have an excellent board of five regular Trustees 
and three alternate Trustees. A hearty thank-you goes to 
each one for their loyal support, hard work and thoughtful 
consideration.

LAKES REGION 
PLANNING COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT - 2007 — 2008 (FY-08) 


The Lakes Region continues to grow and evolve. Homes 
and businesses have expanded along major roadways, and 
many of our communities have experienced dramatic 
changes. The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) 
is an organization established to provide area communities 
and region with the capability to respond to and shape the 
pressures of change in a purposeful way. With a service 
area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, 
Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide 
range of planning services to member municipalities. The 
Commission offers direct and support services including 
technical assistance, geographic information systems, 
transportation planning, land use, environmental planning, 
hazard planning and economic development. Local, state, 
and federal resources primarily fund the LRPC. We also 
maintain a regular dialogue with state agencies as a 
resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our overall goal is to 
provide support, knowledge, and leadership to the govern- 
ments, businesses, and citizens of the Lakes Region. 

Below are some of the focus areas and services provided 
on behalf of the town of Wolfeboro and the region in the 
past fiscal year: 


LOCAL 

“+ Completed the town’s Hazard Mitigation Plan (HMP), 
and submitted a town-approved copy to appropriate 
state and federal agencies. 

“+ Finalized a development constraints map of the town, 
as requested by the planning department. 

“* Met with Wolfeboro Pathways Committee members to 
discuss funding sources and committee responsibilities. 
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«+ Researched exclusionary pig zoning in NH, found that 
any such zoning would most likely refute the Right to 
Farm law and be legally tenuous. 

¢* Provided information on local conservation lands to the 
town’s Conservation Commission. 

¢* Modified and updated the town’s zoning map in GIS. 

¢* Met with local officials to discuss the local road invento- 
ry process. 

¢* Distributed many copies of the NH Planning and Land 
Use Regulation books to member planning boards at 
considerable savings. 

¢ Organized and hosted three public Municipal Law 
Lectures, in cooperation with the NH Local 
Government Center, where practicing attorneys provide 
a legal perspective on local planning, zoning, and other 
municipal issues. 


LAND USE 

¢* Responded daily to requests from local communities 
for land use, transportation, environmental, and other 
information and guidance. 

¢* Prepared master plans, capital improvement programs, 
zoning ordinances, subdivision regulations, and related 
services for several communities. 

¢* Maintained circuit rider planning services for municipali- 
ties interested in assistance with development proposals. 

¢ Developed a website of electronic documents to facili- 
tate the outreach/education component of the 
Innovative Land Use Guide project, completed by the 
nine regional planning commissions and the NH 
Department of Environmental Services. 


TRANSPORTATION 
¢* Developed an update of the top regional transportation 
priorities, in cooperation with area communities, and sub- 
mitted them to the NHDOT for review and consideration. 
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“ Convened several meetings of the LRPC 
Transportation Advisory Committee (TAC) to enhance 
local involvement in transportation planning and project 
development. 

“+ Conducted over 160 traffic counts around the region 
and prepared and updated several local road invento- 
ries, on a town-by-town basis, that will be used by the 
DOT and the municipalities.

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Wolfeboro Milfoil Control Committee 
2008 Annual Report 


The role of the Wolfeboro Milfoil Control Committee 
(Committee) is to control, and where possible, to eradicate 
the invasive exotic aquatic plant species, variable milfoil, 
from all water bodies within the Town of Wolfeboro. The 
Selectmen established the Committee in 2005 and milfoil 
control work has been ongoing ever since. The NH 
Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) has jurisdic- 
tion over all waters in the state and currently requires a five 
year milfoil management plan for infested lakes, ponds or 
bays before any control actions can be implemented by a 
town, lake association or other private entity. Milfoil plants left 
to multiply on their own will eventually overtake a water body. 
The impact can be devastating on the immediate environ- 
ment, water quality, recreational activities, economic vitality 
of the area and cause decreased real estate values to shore- 
line property owners. Our waters in the Wolfeboro area are a 
major asset to the town and need protection from invasive 
milfoil, especially with the town being designated “the oldest 
Summer resort in America.” 

Back Bay has been referred to in the past as the “incuba- 
tor” for the spreading of milfoil throughout the area. During 
the summer of 2008, the Committee, in conjunction with 
NHDES implemented the first year of a five year plan by 
chemically treating all 35 acres of Back Bay with very good 
success. Some re-growth of milfoil in certain areas of the bay 
was to be expected after the chemical treatment. A second 
phase of the first year plan included five days of suction har- 
vesting milfoil in the late summer and early fall. After the har- 
vesting of milfoil was completed in October by certified milfoil 
divers, Back Bay was relatively free of milfoil for the first time 
in many years. 

Plans for a second year of milfoil abatement activity in 
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Back Bay during 2009 are underway should milfoil show 
signs of re-growth once again. The first action will include an 
early season survey to check for re-growth in June. If re- 
growth occurs, divers will suction harvest during the summer 
in those areas with milfoil patches. Should the milfoil re- 
growth exceed the divers’ capability to remove the milfoil, a 
second partial chemical treatment will be scheduled to occur 
after Labor Day in documented infested areas of the bay. The 
goal in 2009 is to have Back Bay less than 1% impacted with 
milfoil, certainly down from the 10% goal that was exceeded 
by the end of 2008. 

Recapping back to 2007, NHDES milfoil survey work esti- 
mated at that time, Back Bay to be infested with 80-90% mil- 
foil. High flood waters in 2006 canceled retreatment of Back 
Bay from the 2005 first chemical treatment. Starting in 2007, 
NHDES imposed new milfoil management standards, requir- 
ing five year milfoil management plans. As a result, a new 
focus took place that required creating management plans 
first for upstream waters in Lake Wentworth (LW) and 
Crescent Lake (CL). This approach mandated by NHDES 
delayed action on Back Bay during 2007. By the end of 2008, 
the aggressive actions taken in Back Bay under an approved 
Back Bay milfoil management plan demonstrated very signifi- 
cant progress had occurred since 2005. 

On another milfoil front, the Lake Wentworth Association 
(LWA) led the charge against milfoil in LW and CL with very 
good success in implementing their first year milfoil manage- 
ment plans that involved chemical treatment in 2007 (year 
one of the LW and CL plans) and follow-up milfoil pulling by 
LWA divers. In 2008 (year two of the LW and CL plans), a lim- 
ited chemical treatment occurred in a small portion of Lake 
Wentworth. No treatment was necessary in Crescent Lake 
but some follow-up hand pulling occurred to meet the LWA’s 
milfoil abatement goals for both lakes. Year three of the plans 
in 2009 for both water bodies may involve a very small treat- 
ment in one of the inlet stream areas of LW, along with a sig- 
nificant amount of “weed watching” by LWA volunteers. If mil- 
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foil is found, hand pulling will occur by the LWA dive team. 

Assisting the Committee over the past year have been 
members of the Abenaki Water Ski Club. This effort includes 
the Water Ski Club’s oversight of the NH Lakes Association’s 
(NHLA) Lake Host Program that monitors three boat ramps in 
Wolfeboro. The Lake Hosts provide boater education about 
milfoil and check for milfoil on boats and trailers to prevent 
the spread to other lakes, or prevent new milfoil plant frag- 
ments from entering Wolfeboro’s waters. An important note is 
also the fact that the LWA has over the years been responsi- 
ble for providing financial and volunteer support for the Lake 
Host Program at the Mast Landing ramp on Crescent Lake to 
control the influx of milfoil into LW and CL. 

We also wish to thank the Back Bay Association, the 
Selectmen and town manager, Dive Winnipesaukee, property 
abutters to Back Bay for their continued encouragement and 
support. An important thank you goes to NHDES for their 
financial grant assistance and for the private donations from 
the LWA, Abenaki Water Ski Club, the Wolfeboro Fund and 
the residents of the Town of Wolfeboro for general fund sup- 
port. This public/private partnership speaks volumes for the 
understanding of the milfoil situation and for acting in a col- 
lective manner to solve this tenacious milfoil plant problem in 
Wolfeboro. Finally, a special thank you to all the members of 
the Committee who deserve much credit and thanks for their 
willingness to volunteer and graciously help whenever neces- 
sary to accomplish our stated goal!
